Epithets, Fire Into an Unarmed Crowd— 
Six Men and a Woman Killed and a Child 
Among the Wounded—Strikers Barely 
Restrained from Securing Bloody Venge- 
ance—Militia Hurried to the Scene—At 
Midnight Fires Break Out in the Yards 
and All the Railway Property in the 
City Threatened with Destruction—Fire- 
men from St. Louis Intimid ted by the 
Strikers and the Flames Unchecked—No 
one Interfering with the Mob and a 


‘East St. Louis, III., April 10—2:30 a. m. 
special. — There have been a day and night 
of excitement in East St. Louis. All was quiet 
until half-past 2 in the afternoon, when a 
posse of fifteen armed deputies in the pay 
ot the Louisville & Nashville Railway 
gompany, provoked by the taunts of men, wom- 
en, and children, fred upon an unarmed crowd 


gt the Broadway crossing of the 
Louisville & Nashville Road. Seven 
persons were either kihed instantly or 
eceived (wounds from which they 


ged later, and four were seriously injured. 
‘When their work was done the deputies fied for 
gbeir lives: One was caught and beaten nearly 
% death by the mob. The rest escaped, 
mot of them seeking safety at 
. Four Courts in St. Louis, where 
mer were locked up. The sbooting caused the 
post intense excitement and the strikers and 
‘their sympathizers were thirsty for revenge. 
‘With the greatest difficulty the leaders of the 
‘nights of Labor persuaded the men to re- 
gain themselves. No further violence was 
epacted. On being informed of the situation 
Gov. Oglesby at once ordered eight militia 
gompanies to the scene. Tonight orders 
were issued to two more companies. 
Several military companies arrived from De- 
“gvening, and it was thought their arrival 
‘would quell all riotous proceedings. 

A few moments before midnight fire broke 
pot in the Louisville & Nashville yards, several 
cars being fred at about the same time. East 
St. Louis bas no fire depariment, and in response 
to an appeal from Mayor Joyce two engines 
were tent over from St. Louis. The strikers 
e nothing until the fremen had got their 
hose laid and gone to work, Then they com- 
menced cutting the hose and intimidating the 
emen. These threats hud the desired ef-

The Carnage of the Day—Hired Deputies 
Shoot Into an Unarmed Crowd and Fly for 
Their Lives—Seven Persons Killed and Four 
Wounded. 

‘East Sr. Lovis, III., April 9.—| Special.] 

At baif-past 2 o'clock this afternoon a pusse 

of fifteen deputies armed with Winchester 

Tiles fred into a crowd of men, women, and 

ehllaren at the Broad way crossing of the Louis- 

Vile & Nashville Railroad and killed six men 

aad one woman and wounded two men anda 

wand. As usual, the dead were innocent spec- 
tators, the strikers escaping almost to a man.

boy.” Besides his Winchester he carried two 
Colt’s 45-calibre revolvers and a large belt filled 
with cartridges: He had been insulted and 
subjected to considerable banter for his action 
of Wednesday in holding the crowd at bay in 
the Louisville & Nashville yards and threaten- 
ing to kill the first man who entered the 
freight-house. He had warned the strik- 
ers several times to quit annoying him. 
or, said be, “I will kill you sure, for when 1 
turn this gun loose some of you will drop.“ 
The threats and oounter- threats tended to in- 
crease the ill-feeling existing between the 
strikers and deputies. The knowimg ones de- 
lieved a crisis was approaching, as the 
deputies were strictly ordered not to al- 
low the conduct of Wednesday to be repeated. 
Broadway is the principal street running 
east and west in the southern portion of the 
city, and is a continuation of Dyke avenue, 
which leads to ths briage approach. A bridge 
about fifty yards long ana thirty feet high 
spans Cabokia Creek at Dyke avenue. Cahokia 
Creek at this point flows north and south, and 
parallel with iton the east side are the tracks 
of the Louisville & Nashville, Indianapolis 
& St. Louis, and Cairo Short-Line Railroads. 
All of these roads cross Broadway at the east- 
ern end of Dyke avenue bridge. Then the 
Louisville & Nashville and Indianapolis & St. 
Louis Roads curve to the west and cross Ca- 
hokia Creek on a high trestle about thirty yards 
south of the Dyke avenue bridge and the 
Broadway crossing, The crossing, the bridge, 
and the trestie are favorit resorts for the 
strikers and their sympathizers, and during the 
day there are usualiy 200 people scatte 
around in the neighborhood. : 
This morning an incoming coal train on the 
Louisville & Nashville was uncoupled at the 
crossing by some unknown persons, and the 
railroad company, hearing of it, determined to 
march its deputies up and guard the crossing. 
About half-past 2 o' lock the crowd at the 
crossing observed fifteen deputies in the em- 
ploy of the Louisville & Nashville coming from 
the yards and walking up the tracks toward 
the tresties over Cahokia Creek. Dyke 
avenue bridge, over the same stream, thirty 
yards north, was lined with men, many 
of them sitting on the bridge-railing reading 
newspapers, with their backs to the deputies. 
Women and children and vehicles of ali de- 
scriptions were constantly passing to and fro. 
Children stood among the men laughing, and 
chatting. and peering over the bridge into 
the swift current. Each road has a 
watch-house at the crossing, and around 
these wadtch-bouses were gathered strikers and 
others discussing the situation. On the east 
side of the tracks past the crossing Broadway 
is lined by substantial three-story brick stores. 
The crossing of the three roads is fully fifty 
yards wide and the first house on the east side 


is the Green Tree Hotel, a three-story brick 
building with a saloon on the first floor. In 
this open space of fifty yards occupied by the 
tracks were some 300 men laughing and joking 
as the deputies came marching up toward the 
trestle. Business-men in shirt-sleeves, police- 
men, and women could be seen among them. 

Hugo Ropiequet, a son ot the Sheriff, bad 
charge of the deputies. As they reached the 
trestle over the creek they were met by yells 
and curses and were told to go back. One 
man replied that they had come up to protect 
the trains, and they were going to do it. 

“There is no train dere; go back!“ cried 
some of the crowd. 

“Do you want to come up here and to kill 
us, as well as take away our work!“ said a 
man carrying a two-year-old child in bis arms. 

The posse balted and the crowd began to get 
very abusive, applying insulting epithets and 
daring them to shoot. The man called the 
Cowboy“ was with the deputies, and he was 
picked out as a special target for abuse. The 
posse carried their guns in their hands 
and when. the centre of the trestle was 
reached they balted and formed into line. 
From the position they occupied they tad a 
full command of Dyke avenue bridge and 
Broadway crossing. The crowd was entirély 
exposed, many sitting, others standing, bunt 
nobody offering any violence just at that mo- 
ment. When the posse ha ted they were about 
thirty yards from the crowd, and the man who 
bad first spoken, and whose name is 
Hewlett, ordered the crowd to dis- 
pere. This order was received with 
jeers and laughter, and several young 
men and boys sitting on the Cairo Short Line 
tracks about fifteen yards south of the crowd, 
and the same distance from the posse, picked 
up stones and huried them at the deputies. 
Several of the men were hit and the boys re- 
treated bebind the switch-house and continued 
throwmg the missiles. At this moment 
Jobn Boner, an employé of the city 
water-works, standing at the east end 
of the Dyke avenue bridge, stooped 
to pick up.a stone. The deputy called the 
*“Cowboyf’ saw the move, and, raising his 
Winchester, deliberately took aim for a second 
and then fired. Boner dropped on the bridge, 
shot through the heart. 

This shot completely rattled the posse, and 
each man lifting bis rifle, poured a murderous 
volley into the crowd lining the bridge. The 
people fied panic-stricken, women and chi- 
dren being trampled under foot and left beside 
the dead and dying. The posse then turned 
from the bridge to bear on the Broadway 
crossing. There was no unanimity of acnon, 
but each man fired as quickly as possible. The 
crossing was swept from the bridge to the 
Green-Tree Hotel by a terribly destructive 
fire. The people ran behind switch-houses or 
dropped flaton the dusty streets, only to be 
trampled almost to death by those behind 
thenr. Not a shot was fired back, none of the 
strikers sing arms at that time. 

While the killing was in progress and while 
the crowd was rusbing pell-mell out of range 
the leaders cried: 

„Arm! boys, arm! and let us kill the —— 
8 —1 {°° 

A half-dozen of the regular city police were 
in the crowd when fired upon, and as soon as 
they reached piaces of safety they pulled their 
revolvers and fired back at the posse. 

The crossing and bridge were now cleared, 
but the half-dozen bodies scattered about in the 
dust could bave testified at what cost. After 
the killing of Boner, Oscar Washington, a pop- 
ular young painter who was at the time talk- 
ing to Officer Mike Canty, received a bullet ia 
the breast and died instantly. An unknown 
man sittmg about the centre of the bridge 
with his back toward the posse and reading a 
newspaper was bit before be could get down, 
and fell over backwards into Cabokia Creek. 
His body bas not yet deen recovered. 
Pat Driscoll bad run about tune full 
length of the bridge and was just at the 
threshold of safety when he was hit in the ab- 
domen and died in five minutes. Mrs. Pfeifer 
was on tbe croseing, on ber way home, when 
she was hit in the back. Her body lay in the 
street for fifteen minutes. Guasie Clinebein 
was playing in front of the Green Tree Hotel, 
when a spent ball struck her in the hip, inflict- 
ing a painful wound. 

The killing of Thompson, the last man, was 
little short of murder, and occurred on the 
roadway of the big bridge over the Mississippi. 
Without waiting to learn of the casuaities the 
strikers ran for their arms, and ten minutes 
later appeared on the bloody crossing armed 
with shotguns and revolvers. They were mad 
and eager for blood. The posse had re- 
treated to the Louisville & Nashville yards, 
and when they saw the strikers approach 
they fled terror-stricken towards St. Louis. A 
running battle for a half mile was kept up, 
but the distance was 60 great between the 
forces that no one was hit. By this time the 
posse had exhausted all its ammunition, and 
ran bredthless up the roadway towards 
the bridge. They parted on the island, and 


three men made for the Obio & Mise 
sissippi freight-house. One of these, 
Chesney, was shot in the leg 


and was caught by two strikers just as be 
reached the freight-house and clubbed almost 
to death. The deputies in the employ of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy came to bis 
rescue and dragged bim in, but his wounds 
are such that he is not expected to 


live. Meanwhile the other twelve con- 
tinued their wild flight up the bridge.

Unconfirmed Rumors of New and Impor- 
tant Clews Current Yesterday—Sale of the 
Murdered Messenger’s Personal Effects. 
The air yesterday was full of allurm rumors 

as to newclews and theories concerning the 

Rock Island express robbery and the murder 

of Nichols, the messenger of the Upited States 

Express Company. It was asserted that it 

bad been definitly settled that the robbers were 

Chicago people and that young McDonald, the 

secretary of Mr. Wygant, the local agent, had 

fallen into their bands, been drugged or sand- 
bagged, and the written statements of the 
trainmen stolen from bim. 

Mr. Wygant, when questioned by a reporter, 
stated emphatically that he knew of no new 
developments in the case. So far as McDonald 
was concerned, be had recovered sufficientiy 
to be about and take some. exercise, but had 
not resumed work. The eight days from the 
Sunday when he disappeared to the Sabbath 
following, when his employer called upon him, 
were a total blank to the boy. He didn’t re- 
member anything of bis last day's work in the 
ottice, bis recollection failing utterly at the 
point when he drove Mr. Wygant’s borse to the 
stable that morning. That gentieman 1s now, 


as he always has been, firm in dis 
opinion that the boy simply lost 
his mental balance through overwork 


and anxiety, and that in bis insane wanderings 
he tore up the stenographic notes and that 
portion of his work which he had written out. 

When approached upon the same subject 
Mr. Pinkerton said: 
McDonald episode a feature of the case. The 
boy was simply driven crazy by his inability to 
take down the statements accurately and his 
despair afterward when he found that he 
couldn’t write out a great portion of the notes 
he bad taken.

THE EIGHT-HOUR BOOM. 


What Has Been Accomplished Since Jan. 1 
—The Fature of the Movement. 

Mark L. Crawford of the Trades Assembly 
has prepared a set of resolutions which he will 
present at the eight-hour meeting tonight.

George’ A. Schilling said he felt sure that after 
the eight-hour meeting tonignt all the assem- 
blies will hold public meetings in order to raise 
funds to send to the strikers in the Southwest.

in the United States and Canada, held in 


ber, 1884. This body ared that on and 
after May 1, 1886, eight hours should consti- 
tute a day’s work. The Griginal promoters of 
this movement never expected it to reach its 
present dimensions. In this city within the 
last few weeks no less than 600 employés in to- 
bacco factories have been granted eight bours’ 
work per day without apy reduction’ in their 
wages and without any trouble, the employers 
adopting this system. véluntarily. There are 
thirty firms inthis city employmg ciothing- 
cutters, and out of these twenty-cight have 
already complied with the demands of the 
Clotbing-Cutters’ Assembly, which practically 
contains all tne men ig the business. And 
just think of it! Over 1,000 men who are em- 
ployed in the various breweries have had their 
bours reduced from sixteen to ten without 
their wages being reduced at all. Clerks, 
butchers, cloakmakers, soda-water employés, 
and innumerable others are rapidly organizing 
so as to de in condition to demend shorter 
bours. The cigarmakers, who bave this year 
been working nine hou will May 1 demand 
eight, and so it is with bricklayers and 
stonemasons and many others. 

Early in January, 1886, the engineers on 
the elevated roads in New York to the number 
of nearly 400 asked for 4 reduction of bours 
for daily labor from ten to eight, and their re- 
quest was granted without any reduction in 
the pay. Later in the same month the car- 
drivers in that city demanded a reduction from 
fourteen and sixteen hours daily to twelve 
without decreasing the Wages. After a brief 
struggle this demand was acceded to. The 
car-drivers in other large cities followed the 
example of their New York brethren, and 
after they bad organized their demands were 
acceded to. Thefe is the slightest doubt 
but that the a stem will Se adopted all over the 
country.”

Mr. Bensinger was given till Thursday

Yesterday morning the men did 
not go to work, but demanded the increase. 
Mr. Bensinger addressed about 450 of them and 
they took his proposition under advisement. 
About noon the committee reported that the 
men would not go back unless the raise went

| SOUTHERN PINE LANDS. 


CHICAGO AND MICHIGAN MEN HAVE 
BOUGHT MUCH OF THEM UP. 


A Total of 1,446,300 Acres Purchased in 
the States of Louisiana and Mississippi 
~—Yellow Pine and Cypress to Supersede 
White Pine—The South Hereafter to Be 
the Region to Which the Country Must 
Look for Its Supply—Figures as to Cost 
of Cutting and Getting to Market. 

New Or.eans, La., April 9.—[Special.] 
—Loutsiana and Mississippi wake up suddeniy 
to find that Chicago and Michigan men have 
purchased all their best pine lands. This city 
has been swarming with Northern lumber 
barons fur the last few days who are happy 
over their purchase ot 1,446,300 acres of Gov- 
ernment lands at $1.25 per acre—a total 
of $1,800,000. Three years ago surveying par- 
ties and experts began exploring both States, 
locating accurately all of the long-leaved pine 
lands, and writing out data on their location 
and proximity to water and other transporta- 
tion. When the information was all secured at 
an expense of about $15,000, the desirable lands 
Were taken with bot haste. The lands thus 
purchased from the Government run 10,000 
feet to the acre, and hold 15,000,000,000 feet of 
standing timber.

The lead- 
ing question at the outset was, Could the white 
pine have a successor in the market? Investi- 
gation and experiment proved that, while the 
yellow pine alone could not replace the white

The advantages 
of the yellow pine are strength, durability, 

and freedom from insects and ‘“sbakes."’ 

It has been found to be superior for flooring. 

Even on the Kennebec River in Maine it has 
supplanted for mili-building the white pine 

growing indigenously there. Marshall Field's 
new warebouse contains about 1,500,000 feet. 
of 1t. Because of its hardness to work it has 
met with the opposition of carpenters and 

puilders, It also contains pitch, which 

melt and throws out paint. In order to ob- 
viate these difficulties, the cypress is used in 

connection for finishing, and has come into 
great popularity for that purpose. 

o The next serious question discussed was, 

Could the yellow pine be put on the market as 
cheaply as the white pine? Taking Louisville 
as the central market, both pines were found 

to be equi-distant. The Michigan pine is now 

selling at from $50 to $100 per acre, while the 

Southern pine sells at from $1.25 to $2.50 per 
acre. The difference of first cost was therefore 

found to equalize the expense of getting the 
yellow pine on the market. At this late day it 
ie generally admitted that the South must 
soon suppiy the entire country with pine, 

in which case the lumber interests will outrank

A Talk with Mr. Yerkes on the Subject of 
a Cable Road. 

More than ordinary interest has been excited 
of late in the question of rapid transit on the 
North Side, particulagly since the North Chica- 
go City Railway has changed bands, and many 
who live far north ofthe river have been hop- 
ing that something would be done whereby 
they could get to and from their homes in lers 
time than now.

Lonpon, April 10—5 a. m,—[Via Mackay- 
Bennett Cable to The Tribune.|—The verbatim 
shorthand report of Mr. Gladstone’s speech in 
pamphlet form goes on sale early this morn- 
ing. It consiste—and as printed in the Times 
—of 24,700 words.

Ali the merning papers, save the News, snarl 
at the scheme, and no evening paper supports 
it. The Radical Echo heads its leader Lost 
Opportunities, and lectures its former G. O. 
M.“ on his “leap in the dark On the otner 
band, the verdict of the majority of the En- 
glish Liberal provincial press is favorable. 
Liverpool, Manchester, Bradford, Bristol, Not- 
tingham, York, and South Wales leading Lib- 
eral papers are very pronounced for the 
scheme.

It contemplates giving what are the most ma- 
terial rights of local selt-goveroment. Whbat- 
ever the result of the scheme may be it isa 
vast step towards ultimate complete liberty to 
Ireland in the mansgement of Irish affairs. 

“In the first place, it gives the Irish Govern- 
ment she right to appuint Judges and to retire 
the present Ju who are objectionable to 
the people. The ‘Irish Government’ | take to 
mean the Ministry of the party in power—for a 
Parliament wili soon be divided into parties, 
and cannot be run without a Cabinet, or what 
corresponds to such—and the appointments to 
the Judicial bench will therefore be virtually 
in the hands of the people. The Viceroy that 
Mr. Gladstone proposes, Who would de the rep 
resentative of the crown and independent of 

r. might have the same position io the 
inistry that the Premier bas in England, and 
have substantially the same relation between 
the crown and people as that of the Governor- 
General in Canada. 

“The right to appoint the constabulary, or 
local peace officers, isan important feature. 
Mr. Gladstone proposes to give the control of 
the police ultimately to the Irish legislative 

Well, it could hardly be said that a peo- 
ple bad self-government who oould not appoint 
their own police force. I think the Irish Gov- 
ernment should be given immediate control of 
this department—that the change should be 
coincident with its organization as a governing 


body. 

‘** Regarding the question of fiscal unity and 
taxation for imperial purposes I am not pre- 
pared to speak. There may be objectionable 
details in Mr. Gladstone's plan of enough mag- 
nitude to negative the whole scheme, but there 
are none that I know of. We can only lock at 
it from an American standpoint; the financial 
aspect of the bill could be properly criticised 
oui Dy the Irish people. 

“The prevention of the endowment ot any 
religion is a good feature, and in accord, I be- 
lieve, with tne sentiments of all Irishmen. 
The pretense of imperfect security in Ulster I 
look upon as supreme seotimentality, and the 
talk of the dismemberment of the Empire as 
shallow nonsense, 

Mr. Gladstone seems to have.postponed bu 
solution of the land question, and dwelt alto- 
gether on the question of local seif-govern- 
ment, but it may be safely assumed that bis 
plans are laid to carry through a complete 
measure covering both questions. What he will 
do in the land question is still a mystery.“ 


Capt. John Finerty. 

Capt. Finerty, editor of the Irish Citizen, 
seems to be greatly pleased with Mr. Glad- 
stone’s proposition to give Irqand a separate 
Parliament, though disposed to criticise some 
features of the measure as be has proposed it 
and to condemn otherg. He said: 

“TI coincide with what Mr. Parnell said about 
it, as regards the financial aspect of it, I 
think it is unfavorable to Ireland in that re- 
spect, and also in reference tothe establish- 
ment of a House of Peers. I think that isa 
mistake, and will breed mischief. But the 
general provisions of the bill and the general 
principles established by it are about as much 
as could be expected from Gladstone 
under the circumstances. I don't think 
the Irish people will de satisfied un- 


less they are allowed the management 
of their own taxes in their own way, without 
dictation from England, and I don't believe 
that any settlement will be satisfactory to them 
that does not give the Irish parliament the 
control of the police. However, it is a big 
step in advauce, and it has been won simply 
by. the persistency of the national Irishmen, 
who were receiving the eondemnation of 
three-fourths of the world five years ago. 
They stand today not alone justified, but 
glorified by the admission of Giadetone him- 
self. I think that the bill will be modified moat 
likely on both sides, but I have no doubt it 
will eventually pass. I believe that Mr. Glad- 
stone will carry it through, and will be 
supported by the masses of the English, Scotch, 
and Irish people, and, I must add, that I don’t 
believe there existe another Engiish statesman 
today capable of facing the task. 

As regards the provision for a £25 franchise 
in the election of the House of Peers, 1 con- 
sider that one of the most dangerous princi- 
ples embodied and the most objectionable part 
of the scheme. I look upon it as contrary to 
the spirit of the times, and calculated to place 
power in the hands of a set of class legis- 
lators who will work for their own ipterests. 
However, these are but matters of detail, and 
do not interfere with the victory of the Irish 
people in the recognition of the great principle 
of nationalautonomy embodied in the bill, 
while it will, of course. strengthen the future 
claims of Ireland to even a larger measure of 
State Government.”’ 


W. J. Quan. 

W. J. Quan said that he bad carefully studied 
every detail of Mr. Gladstone's proposals, and 
was delighted with them as being the first 
great practical solution proposed of the prob- 
lem of howto remedy the grievances of Ire- 
land. The bill was not everything that could 
de desired, but it was more than bad been ex- 
pected, and was well worthy the reputation of 
Europe’s greatest statesman, Mr. Gladstone. 
“I did not very well see how any bill could 
benefit the country that did not provide for the 

rotection of Irish industries, continued Mr. 

uan. Mr. Glaastone's speech, however, has 
changed my opinion. The feeling of the peo- 
ple that they are under laws made by them- 
selves, and not those of a forvign power, 
counts for a great deal. If Irish industries 
could be protected, whether by tariff 
or otherwise, it would be well for 
the country, but it seems hard to conceive any 
fair plan by which England should admit Irish 
goods free and yet pay Ireland a tariff for the 
admission of English goods. This rule holds 
good in Canada, but the relations between Ire- 
land and England are infinitly closer than be- 
tween Canada and England. This matter may 
be one of the details Mr. Gladstone will have 
to settle before the bill is passed, and if any 
one can settle it satisfactorily it is he. The 
dill should restore peace to Ireland and turn 
the people's thoughts from politics. I think 
there is excellent prospect of its early pas- 
sage, for I cannot see why Englishmen should 
oppose it. They shouid Be glad of a rest from 
Irish complaints. It is constructed, I believe, 
to give the maximum of concession and 
satisfaction to Ireland with the minimum of 
objection from the rest of the Empire. I have 
been talking with various business and other 
friends and acquaintances today on the sub- 
ject—some of them English, some Scotch, 
many Irish—and they substantially agree with 
what I have told you. It has even been pro- 
posed to hold a joint mass-meeting of the Irish, 
English, and Scotch of Chicano for the pur- 
pose of considering the advisability of erect- 
ing a statue to Mr. Gladstone in one of our 
parks as a tribute to his great efforts and suc- 
cess on benait of Ireland. Mr. Gladstone’s 
plans will, of course, include an equally satis- 
factory settlement of the question of land 
tenure, and the results of the whole measure 
will probably be that Irishmen will in a few 
years outdo even Englishmen themselves in 
loyalty to the Imperial Government. Under 
prosperity ill-feeling cannot long live. Any- 
how, if Ireland is not a happy nation it will 
not be Gladstone’s fault.“

The indictment was couched 
in the usual legal verbiage, but that’s what 
it meant in plain English. There were 
two counts in the indictment. The first count 
charged bribery directly; the second charged 
promising and offering a bribe—a legal distinc 
tion, but one of no particular difference in the 


average man’s mind. It was bribing Aid. 
Waite that Mr. Richmond was charged with, 
and the charge was made on ex-Ald. Waite’s 
testimony, both oral and in writing.

CHAMBERLAIN’S OPPOSITION TO 
GLADSTONE. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech in the British 
Commons last evening on Mr. Gladstone’s 
Irish home-rule scheme revealcd the great 
divergence of opinion on that subject 
within the Liberal party and makes 
impossible 
Premier to carry through his program except 
in a greatly modified form. The speech and 
the incidents growing out of it also ifidicate 
a certain feeling of personal hostility be- 
tween Mr. Gladstone and the anrbitious 
Radical who is generally believed to 
be an aspirant for the position which 
the Grand Old Man now holds as leader of 
the Liberal party. Mr. Chamberlain was 
about to explain his objections to his chief's 
land proposals, which, the few words he was 
permitted to say concerning the matter indi- 
cate, are the same as those that constitute 
what is known as the Giffen, 
already discussed in these columns, when 
Mr. Gladstone interrupted and reminded the 
speaker that he was acting in bad faith. 
Mr. Chamberlain thereupon somewhat pet- 
tishly complained that his hands were tied 
and that he could not make himself properly 


it appear almost 


understood. 


This little episode over, he went on to 
state his objections to the home-rule scheme 
of his late chief. His objections come un- 
der four heads. He objects (1) to ireland’s 
being deprived of representation in the 
Imperial Parliament; (2) to the renuncia- 
tion of the right of imperial taxation; (3) to 
giving the proposed Irish Government the 
appointment of Judges and Magistrates; 
(4) to giving the Irish Parliament supreme 
authority in matters not specially excluded 
from its authority. For the rest he held 
that the financial arrangements proposed 
would be an unending source of trouble, 
and would be neither satisfactory to the 
to the Irish taxpayer. 
There is little doubt that Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Parnell will agree toa modification of 
the Home-Rule bill so as to provide for Irish 
representation in the London Parliament. 
As long as the Irish pay taxes for imperial 
purposes Irish representatives should have 
some share in determining how the money 
shall be spent, and as they will be called on to 
pay one-fifteenth of the taxes they will doubt- 
less be allowed one-fifteenth of the repre- 
sentation—about forty-four members. The 
Gladstone proposals with reference to im- 
perial taxation will also be modified to some 
extent, doubtless, to meet the views of 
the radical leaders, but the Irish mem- 
bers will certainly insist on vesting 
the Irish Government with power to appoint 
the Judges, and Mr. Gladstone will in all 
probability sustain them in this. Home rule 
with imperially-appointed Judges who would 
have to interpret the law of the proposed 
Irish Parliament would be a mockery, a 
Mr. Parnell would 
not accept home rule under such conditions. 

The portion of Mr. Chamberlain’s speech 
which will. attract most attention is that 
which outlines his own plan for the settle- 
meat of the Irish difficulty. He would stop 
evictions and refer the adjustment of 
the land “trouble to a peace commis- 
propose to deal

FREE COINAGE AND 
BOTH DEFEATED. 

The country has been losing interest in 
the Congressional debates of the silver ques- 
tion owing to the settled conviction that the 
discussion was a waste of words and nothing 
would come of it. Within a fortnight after 
Congress met it was easy to foresee this re- 
sult, and the only surprising feature of the 
final votes is the remarkable strength of the 
free-coinage advocates. On the question of 
unlimited coinage of silver dollars there were 
125 yeas to 163 pays—a surprisingly close 
ter-proposition, to sus- 
pend the coinage for the next three years, 
the yeas were 83 and the nays 201—a vote 
which shows the great weakness of the gold 
monometallists in the present House. Be- 
tween the extremists on each side were about 
100 conservative members who thought it 
would be best to let well enough alone, and 
they accordingly tipped the scale first one 
way and then the other, making it certain 
that there is to be no change in the coinage 
laws at present and furnishing a result 
which the country can accept with a great 
deal of satisfattion. It will expedite busi- 
ness in Congress to stop fruitless debate by 
getting the silver question out of the way, 
and under all the circumstances the con- 
clusion neither to restrict nor enlarge the 
present coinage of standard dollars was as 
safe a one as could be reached, 

Under altered conditions many of the 201 
members who opposed suspension would no 
doubt change their votes, and it is not at all 
improbable that they may do so at another 
session of Congress. They are not wedded 
to any theory, but regard the entire question 
In the absence of 
international agreement they were unwilling 
to authorize free coinage aud attempt to 
make the United States the monetary fiy- 
wheel of the world. They were profoundly 
convinced that the interests of this country 
demand bimetallism; they would not favor 
schemes calculated to drain the United States 
of gold and put it on the same footing as sil- 
ver-using countries like Mexico and China, 
nor would they approve policies tending 
strongly toward gold monometallism. Strong 
arguments oo. adduced to show that a tem- 
porary sus on of silver coinage in 
United States would be in reality a Prod hon

But 
the leading advocates of suspension in this 
country had no such purpose in view; they 
were goldites bent on securing the outlawry 
of silver and making money scarce and dear, 
so that the United States would be reduced to 
the same condition as England and Germany. 
The head and front of the agitation against 
silver was in Wall street, and, while the 
President recommended suspension of the 
coinage, Manning urged the retirement of 
the greenbacks, and Jordan declared for the 
abolition of gold and silver certificates, Even 
conservative men were not willing to consent 
to suspension as one stepin the program 
outlined by the New-Yorkers in control of 
the Treasury Department. ) 

The action of Congress simply postpones 
action on the silver question for the time be- 
ing. ~The present coinage may be continued 
without danger and with a certainty that the 
dollars issued will be worth 100 cents, in the 
purchase of commodities in the United 
States. The debt-paying power of silver will 
keep it par, and depreciation is to be feared 
only in the event of a heavy overissue. At 
the present rate of coinage it would take a 
long time to bring about such a result. There 
is no occasion for present anxiety or alarm. 
Stil the permanent remonetization of silver 
can be accomplished only by international 
agreement, and the attitude of the United 
States must remain one of gxpectancy. The 
main question has not been settled, but mere- 


ly postponed. 


GLADSTONE’S HOME-RULE SCREME. 

The prominent significance of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s home-rule scheme attaches to this 
point—namely: that it is the first time any 
definit plan has been presented for officia 
action. The Tories have never dared to out- 
line one. The Liberals and Radicals have 
never gone further than suggestion. The 
Irish leaders have never formulated the 
remedy for their grievances, because they 
knew well enough that however little they 


grounds of being too much. Mr. Parnell 
was wise in not offering a scheme or giving 
voice to his ‘ideas on the subject, as it would 
only have prejudiced the whole questign. 
All sorts of proposals have been suggested, 
remedies, mostly of the quack sort, advised, 
and feelers thrown out, with the view of see- 
ing on one side with how little the Irish 
would be satisfied and on the other how 
much they could obtain. Mr. Gladstone has 
been the first with sufficient courage to block 
out a definit scheme. He has thrown his 
materials together as a scuiptor hews out his 
block in the rough, leaving it ready for the 
finishing touches of the chisel which will give 
it form and likeness. A lodgmeut has thus 
been made for the plan. It is before Parlia- 
ment and the English people for discussion, 
and there the question will reman, whatever 
may be the fate of the rough plan. 

It is very likely that the scheine will be 
materially modified before it comes up for 
decision. Additions may be made to it, some 
provisions may be stricken out, and weak 
spots will be strengthened. It may be lost 
entirely and after dissolution the subject 
may be relegated to the country, but in the 
new Parliament this program or a better one 
will come up again. A permanent lodg- 
ment has been made for Irish local self-gov- 
ernment, and the agitation now commenced 
will not cease until some measure is passed. 
As Mr. Gladstone says, the country has ar- 
rived at a stage in its political transactions 


each other, not soon probably to meet again.” 
He has established beyond all question that 
coercion has always been and always will be 
a failure, and that it can never be a suc- 
cessful remedy except when it is made 
**stern and unbending under an autocratic 
government,” which the English is not, and, 
more than this, that some satisfactory scheme 
of home rule is the only thing which can 
subserve English interests, release legislation 


"from its present trammels, and establish 


harmonious relations between the two coun- 
tries. Whether the present Home-Rule bill 
passes or not, coercion has had its day. 
There is no further danger of its renewal. 
Home rule has been established as the 
remedy. How to apply it wil now be 
matter for controversy, but the dose must be 
taken sooner or later. 

The weakest spot in the bill seems to be its 
provision for imperial taxation of the Irish 
without representation in the British Parlia- 
ment. The Gladstone plan contemplates the 
elimination of the entire Irish delegation from 
the Westminster Parliament, but so long as 
it requires that Ireland shall pay one-fifteenth 
of the imperial expenses there can be no 
question that she will demand representation 
in the Imperial Parliament and a voice in all 
matters affecting her relations with Great 
Britain—as, for instance, national defense, 
army and navy affairs, making money legal 
tender, tariff and excise laws, national debt, 
postal business, quarantine, etc. The bill will 
have to be amended in this particular or it will 
be tantamount to separation. 

If the real truth were known it would 
probably be found that Mr. Gladstone insert- 
ed this provision as a test of the sincerity 
both of the English and the Irish. The 
former have always clamored for the re- 
moval of the Irish because they were the 
source of all their troubles, and the latter 
„ have just as persistently declared they want- 

ed to go and would clear out if they could 
have a Parliament of their own in Dublin. 
When the test comes to be applied, however, 
it will be found that the one side does not 
want to go and the other side does not 
want to have them go. Solong as Ireland is 
called upon to help support the Government 
and help fight its battles and mutual rela- 
tions exist between them, so long will she 
demand representation in all those relations. 
The twenty-eight Irish Tory landlord Peers 
in the House of Lords will give up their 
seats voluntarily. 

As to the land question, which is really the 
vital part of the bill, as it involves the matter 
of bread and butter, Mr. Gladstone observes 
discreet silence, though it is intimated it will 
be laid before the House next Thursday. 
That, however, will depend upon the fate of 
the home-rule scheme, Should it succeed, 
the land scheme will be acted upon at once, 
as it is the backbone of the whole plan; but 
should it fail it will probably remain in abey- 
ance until some other succeeds, Meanwhile 
Mr. Gladstone seems to have reached that 
time contemplated by Disraeli in his speech 
made forty-three years ago: I hope the 
time will come when a party framed on true 
principles will do justice to Ireland, not by 
satisfying agitators, not by adopting in de- 
spair the first quack remedy that is offered 
from either side of the House, but by really 
penetrating into the mystery of this great 
mismanagement.” Both the time and the 
man have come, and the idea of home rule 
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The consideration of the bill authorizing 
the construction of a railroad through the 
Indian Territory brought out in the Senate 
some rather singular views about watering 
rallroad stocks and bonds, The act provides 
for a road from Fort Smith, Ark., to Arkan- 
sas City, Kas., running through the Indian 
Territory and connected by a branch line with 
the Southern Kansas Railway near Coffey- 
ville. The company is authorized to take a 
strip of land 200 feet wide through the In- 
dian Territory and 8,000 feet in addition 
every ten miles for stations, on condition that 
it will compensate the tribes for the ground 
taken in accordance with an award to be 
made by arbitrators appointed by the United 
States courts, and also pay the Secretary of 
the Interior a specified sum for the benefit of 
the Indians, All these provisions are proper 
enough and calculated to secure a needed 
railroad in the Indian Territory and protect 
the rights of the Indians. But the Senate 
defeated other sections of the bill which 
were intended to require an honest construc- 
tion of the road and prohibit the watering of 
its stocks and bonds. 

The first amendment, proposed by Senator 
Van Wyck, would forbid the issue of any 
more stock or bonds than would represent 
the actual cost of building and equipping the 
toad. Mr. Platt offered a second amendment, 
providing that no share of stock should be 
transferable until 50, per cent of its par 
value was paid in and the amount sworn to 
by the officers of the company. Both these 
amendments were defeated. Do the Sena- 
tors wish it understood that they would 
charter this road only on condition that it 
should be left free to swindle its creditors 
and tax its future patrons double rates in 
order to pay illegitimate profits on watered 
stock and bonds? Senator Ingalls thought 
the company would refuse to accept a charter 
‘*burdened with conditions imposed on no 
other corporation,” but it is clear that these 
conditions“ put on the company no other 
„burden“ than common honesty. An ind. 
vidual who, by misre presentation, would mort- 
gage for $15,000 a farm worth only $10,000, 
and then make a default, would be guilty of 
obtaining money under false -pretenses and 
punishable by imprisonment; -but the trans- 
action would be essentially the same as the 
act of a company building a railroad which 
would issue more mortgage bonds than the 
road cost, pocket the surplus, and then 
pile on stuck, bull the market, and unload 
the worthless, swindling chromos on the 
public, This very rascality the Seuate of the 
United States, under Ingalls’ lead, has 
sanctioned. 

It may be that the burden of common hon- 
esty has been *‘ imposed on no other corpora- 
tion,” but if so it is certainly time to begin 
making such requirements. The practice of 
issuing bonds representing a greater value 
than the cost of the road has indeed been 
general in the last twenty years, and it is the 
main cause why these corporations breed dis- 
content and disorder by levying extortionate 
charges on the farmers’ produce and paying 
their employés inadequate wages. The wa- | 
vering of railroad stocks has brought in a 
train of abuses, and its consequences are 
seen in the angry feeling of the overburdened 
farmers, artisans, traders, and producers, as 
well as in the occasional violent outbreaks of 
workmen. It is strange that the Senate 
would not establish at least one precedent 
where a railroad corporation was held to the 
rule of fair dealing. * 


Ir now appears that Caleb W. West, who 
has been appointed to succeed Eli H. Murray 
as Governor of Utah, is a very mild-man- 
nered man.“ It will de remembered that 
Gov. Murray was not a mild-mannered man 
in his dealings with the Mormon lechers and 
nullifiers, He had crowded polygamy to 
the wall and had succeeded in impressing the 
leaders with the conviction that they must 
obey the laws of the United States like other 
citizens. He was evidently carrying matters 
too far, particularly for a Republican dealing 
with Democrats, and so a mild-mannered 
man” was sent to them. It is superfluous to 
say that the Mormon Democrats are delighted 
over the prospect. They have always wanted 
a Democratic Governor, and now they not 
only have one, but a mild-mannered one at 
that. It must seem to the Saints like com- 
ing into the Promised Land at last, after 
their season of tribulation—a land flowing 
with milk and honey, where lechery can run 
loose and where laws are not to be obeyed. 
No wonder that they are loyal to the Dem- 
ocracy ! 


A WASHINGTON dispatch says the House 
Committee on the Judiciary has instructed 
Representative Oates to report favorably his 
bill to repeal those sections of the Revised 
Statutes prohibiting the payment of a pen- 
sion to or the allowance of the claims of any 
person who was not loyal to the United 
States during the last War. Thisis a good 
beginning, and will let in a crowd of the 
Confederates, Jeff Davis at the head of them. 
Having gone this far, the next step prob- 
ably will be to pension all those who fought 
to destroy the Union. The Southern Con- 
federates must be reconciled, cost what it 
may. They have come back to the halls of 
their fathers, and must be paid for it, if it 
takes the whole Treasury. It is to be 
hoped, however, that they will make it as 
light as they can. ‘The burdens of loyal men 
as it is are very heavy, for this reconciliation 
business is growing to be very expensive, 


Faithless Republican Aldermen. 

The action of the twenty-four Aldermen who 
voted Thursday night to pass the ordinance 
contracting to pay the West Side Gas Com- 
pany $1.50 per thousand for the gas consumed 
between sundown and sunrise every day of 
the year, including all clear, moonlight nights, 
m the West Division, is an outrage on the tax- 
payers. The vote consummated one of the 
most shameless pieces of jobbery of which the 
boodle Aldermen have yet been guilty. It was 
on the face of it a steal. Nobody would have 
been surprised if only the fourteen Demo- 
cratic spoilsmen in the Council bad voted for 
the grdinance. That was to be expected. 
They make no pretensions to be actuated by a 
desire for the economical admiristration of 
municipal affairs. They seek election and re- 
election to the Council avowedly to help them- 
selves and those who “‘hustie”’ for them about 
voting-time. It is quite another matter when 
ten Republican Aldermen, some of them rep- 
resenting the most intelligent communities 
and the largest tax-paying portions of the city, 
and all ot them elected on a platform of hon- 
est and economical government, vote for such 
ajobasthe gas contract. The explanations 
which two of them—Hall and Simons—gave of 
their vote are an insult to the intelligence of 
their constituents and to taxpayers gen- 
erally. These explanations were pettifogging, 
olumey, and transparently dishonest. 

Simons said in his speech that he voted for 
the contract because if there is not gaslight 
during moonlight nights the sandbaggers will 
ply their vocation,” and be pretended to be- 
lieve that the statistics of the Criminal Courts 
would show that sandbagging and kindred 
crimes were committed because there was not 


ing? In the summer the time during which 
the gas is burned in the broad daylight 
averages two hours per day, to say nothing of 
clear, full- moon nights. During the whole 
year it will average one and one-third hours. 
There are 8,640 gas-lamps in the West Division. 
Every lamp consumes during the year about 
2,500 cubic feet of gas which is of no use what- 
ever to the city, but for which the city must pay 
at the rate of $1.50 per thousand. The amount 
thus pilfered from the city by the ordinance 
will be about $64,000 annually. How can Ald. 
Simons explain his voting away this amount? 
Hull, the Alderman from the Twelfth Ward, 
deprecates allusion to Aidermen who vote as 
the Democratic spoiismen do as members of 
the boodle-gang, and immediately casts his 
vote with that set. He says he does not seek 
popularity. That may touch the politician’s 
soul, but Walter 8. Hull is above having 
his soul touched. Intimidations, threats, 
and suspicions had no terrors for 
bim. Nor dia the certainty of bis 
constituents’ displeasure nor the fact 
that be could not offer a solitary argument in 
support ot bis course prevent aim from 
voting with the poodle Aldermen. He joined 
the boodle gang. His support and vote were 
necessary to the passage of the ordinance. 
Lyke and Schack have so often voted with the 
„ boodlers that their ection cannot excite the 
least surprise in their respective constituencies. 
The same is true of the other Republican 
Aldermen who voted for the gas job. 

For some time Hull and Simons have been 
giving aid and comfort to the gang. Both 
voted to pass the extravagant appropriation 
bill over the Mayor’s veto. Simons at first op- 
posed it and then changed his mind and moved 
to reconsider the vote by which the Council 
refused to pass the bill over the veto. After 
reconsideration Simons voted with the ma- 
jority and the veto was ignored. Hull madea 
pretense of secking to reduce the amount for 
Salaries, but he voted for the bill in globo. 

The record of those Aldermanic worthies on 
this question will no doubt be -borne in mind 
hy their constituents. It is not necessary to 
inquire very closely into the motives of their 
failure todo their duty. He who runs may 
read. The honest voters of the wards misrep- 
resented in the Council Thursday night by

The census 
takers this year should classify as Americans 
those born in America, and those only 
who were born in Germany and in Ire- 
land as Germans and Irish. If it could be 
ascertained witbout considerable cost how those 
between 6 and 14 years of age who are not 
in school are employed, that should be done 
and the result should be stated. A census 
properly, accurately, and intelligently made 
would beof the greatest value from many 
points of view. Itisto be hoped that under 
the circumstances a first-class man shall be 
selected to superintend the work, and that he 
will be permitted to use large discretion in the 
selection of his assistants.

Ne Proposes to Make a New Term of Office 
for Persons Nominated in Cases of Sus- 
pension and Thus Evade Responsibility 
for Previous Action—His Scheme Too 
Thin to Wash — Sparks, Fisheries, 
Bridges, Republican Joint Caucus, and 


the Bridewell-Lot Bill. 


WasnineTon, D. C., April 9.—[Special.] 
~The President bas made what was evidently 
to be a flank movement on the Sen- 

ate. Late this afternoon he sent in fifty-three 
pominations, twenty-five of which were Post- 
masters. In all these cases the persons named 
have been Occupying office as the successors 
of suspended officials whose terms have ex- 
since their suspension. Among the per- 

gons so named are Jobn D. Burnet, vice George 
M. Duskio, United States Attorney for the 
Southern District of Alabama, this hbav- 
ing been the suspension which formed 
the text for the long discussion on 
tmp Senate's rights and the President’s 
wos. Among other nominations of 

this class are A. F. Seeberger as Collector of 
Customs at Chicago, vice Jesse Spalding; R. 8. 
Dement, Surveyor-General of Utah, vice Fred 
Solomon; and John Carroll, Marshal of the 
Western District of Arkansas, vice Thomas 
Bales, The form of nomination is the same in 
all cases, and a single illustration will suffice. 
Coliector Seeberger is named for Collector of 


Customs in the following language: 


Iname Anthony F. Seeberger to be Collector of 
Customs at Chicago, III., vice Jesse Spalding. 
who Was suspended by me under the provisions of 
the act of 1867 [meaning the Tenure-of-Office act].

The pith of this remarkable wording is easily 
geen. The President proposes to create a new 
term of office for the persons nominated, and 
thus evade meeting ali responsibility for the 
guspensions of their predecessors. Thus, in 
the case of Mr. Seeberger, if confirmed, bis 
term would date, not from October last, when 


Mr. Spalding was suspended, nor even from 
Dec. 22, when the Collector's term would have 
expired, but from April 9, 1886; and, unless 
otherwise displaced, Mr. Seeberger would serve 
as Collector about four years and a half. The 
complications that will grow out of this new 
departure of the President cannot be 


easily foreseen. Concerning the specific 
mstances cited above, it may de said 
with a good deal of certainty that 
Mr. Seeberger will not be confirmed until 
Philetus Sawyer gets a full and complete vin- 
dication of Jesse Spalding’s administration of 
the office. Other Senators who have like cases 
will probably be equally stubborn, and the re- 
sultis along way off. It is hinted that in or- 
der to secure the confirmations without fur- 
ther trouble the policy adopted by the Treasury 
Department will be toliowed by other branches 
of the Government, and the suspended officials 
will be given certificates that there are no 
charges on file affecting thoir moral or official 
character.

CLEVELAND’S MISTAKES, 


The President Not Leading His Own Party 
— Wanted, a Policy—Refusing to Use His 
— for Promoting Democratic Theo- 

es. 

Wasninoton, D. C., April 7.—|New York 
Herald (Ind. Dem.). —Is the Democratic Admin- 
istration to break down completely and to fall 
into the same general contempt in which that 
of Poor Pierce was held? 


This 18 the question which Democratic and 
Republican politicians discuss here nowadays, 
and, it must be confessed, with a general 
agreement in the affirmative. The opinion 
gains strength that Mr. Cleveland, while au 
entirely honest man, with only the best inten- 
tions, has developed an amazing incapacity; 
that he seems to be intellectually unable to 
comprebend the duties and responsibilities of 
his place; that he has never reached 
even a ‘dim perception of the 
political situation of the country, and 
that his theory of the Presidential office— 
which was also that of Mr. Hayes—is fatal to 
good government, because it makes of the 
President a mere dispenser of patronage, either 
to his own friends or to those of Senators or 
Representatives, and thus debases politics to 
the lowest plane. 

Old Dr. Hammond, a New York Demoorat 
and a wise man, wrote forty years ago in his 
political history of New York: 

The only legitimate ground upon which parties 
can be organized is a aifference of opinion as to 
measures. All other party organizations are mere 
combinations for the beneiit of a few to the injury 
of the many. 

But the 4th of last January the President 
publicly declared that he held it to be his duty 
to execute the laws adopted by Congress, but 
not to aim at influencing in any way the action 
or policy of the legislative branch. He said: 

I believe this is an executive office, and I deem it 
important that the country should be reminded of 
it. Lhave certain executive duties to perform; 
when that is done my responsibility ends. The 
office is one of the codrdinate branches of the Gov- 
ernment. The Senators and members have their 
duties and their responsibilities. They put their 
hands uponthe Bible and take the same oath of 
obligation upon assuming office as does the Presi- 
dent. 

Belng asked whether he thought Congress 
would carry out his recommendation in regard 
to silver, he said he had no means of knowing 
what would be done. It was a subject which 
had now passed beyond his control or direc 
tion. He had not the slightest wish or desire 
to influence in any way the consideration of 
Congress beyond the methods employed by 
him in directing their attention to the subject 
through his official message. 

So extraorainary a declaration naturally at- 
tracted great attention. The Herald said of it: 

It, having refused to influence Congress, he 
should still permit members of this codrdinate and 
independent branch to influence his or his Cabi- 
net’s action on executive matters, in that case we 
will be very frank with him, and tell him now at 
the start that he will make a mess of it Fora 
President, having in his hand the gift of & great 
many things, much sought for by Congressmen and 
politicians, either gives them to those who believe 
as he does on public policies, and thus advances 
those policies, or he gives them to his personal 
favorits., The power of appointment, which the 
Constitution wisely gives him, he may use either 
to advance the public policies which may be dear 
to his heart, or else to gratify his personal adhe- 
rents and prepare the way for his own renomina- 
tion. 


Since Jan. 4, as before also, Mr. Cleveland 
has gone on dispensing patronage without ref- 
erence to public policies. He bas granted the 
requests of Democratic Representatives and 
Senators for offices without reference to their 
opinions or to the opinions of the men hé ap- 
pointed on public questions. Undoubtedly he 
has desired to appoint only men of cepacity 
and honesty, but as be has kept the whole 
business of officeseeking rigidly secret from 
the knowledge of the people it is not surpris- 
ing that even in this work he has made many 
failures—so many that the exposures of Sena- 
tor Harrison some weeks ago filled bis friends 
with dismay, and they have made no offer of 
defense, While. the Democratic organ here, the 
Post, the 11th of Maren urged him to withdraw 
a number of @iscreditable appointments he had 
been induced to make. 5 

But leaving that aside, everybody under- 
stands that the President's appointments to 
office have had no reference to the advance- 
ment of public policies. Yet there seems to 
be good sense in a different view, stated by 
the same Dr. Hammond quoted above. He 
wrote: a 
An honest and patriotic citizen will, from con- 
scientious motives, attach himself to that party 
which he believes will pursue those measures 
which, in his judgment, are best calculated to ad- 
vance the prosperity and happiness, and most 
effectually preserve the liberty and independence 
of his country. If vested with the appointing 
power, it therefore becomes his duty to confer 
offices on such men as will use the influence 
created by such office to increase and strengthen 
party the ascendency of which, in the opinion 
of person appointing, is identified with the 
pest interests of the State. Hence, although be 
ought not, under any circumstances, to appoint 
incompetent or unworthy men to office, yet be- 
tween worthy men of equal capacity it is his duty 
to select those who concur with him in opinion as 
respects the measures best calculated to advance 
the public good. 

Mr. Cleveland has been for fourteen months 
acting upon bis own theory. The net result 
seems to be that not only his policy, but be 
himself is attacked in both Houses by leading 
men of bis own party; thatin private conver- 
sation Democrats and Republicans bere alike 
speak of his situation with pity; that though 
be rather anxiously courts the friendship 
of. the Senators and Representatives 
of his party. be has so littie of their regard 
that an influential! Democratic Senator and one 
who occasionally defends the President in the 
Senate sald of him toa friend the other day: 
„He has not enough influence in Congress to 
chase an old hen off ber nest.“ 

As to the condition of the party of which he 
is the elected head and leader, it was described 
in a speech in the House afew days ago by 
Gen. Weaver of lowa, himself a Democrat, in 
these words: 

There is no policy or purpose in this House to- 
day in either one of the great political parties rep- 
resented upon this floor. You may be a high pro- 
tective tariff man or a free trader and still be either 
a Democrat or a Republican, just as you choose. 
You can be an anti-bank man or a bank man and 
be a member of either of the parties represented 
upon this floor, except the Greenback party. You, 
can be & monopolist oran anti-monopolist; you can 
be a monometallist or a bimetallist; you can bea 
Blair bill man or an anti-Blair bill man and still be an 
acceptable member of either of the old parties. Idefy 
any wan to name a thing that a man has to believe 
in order to become a member of either of these two 
parties, nor can he point out what itis that, if be 
does believe it, will debar him from membership. 
There is no policy here in either party, no purpose, 
nothing, I fear, but death and disintegration. Evils 
are rampant, but Congress is deaf and blind. The 
remedy must come froma purpose on the part of the 
majority of the House; the remedy must come from 
those having power, from the majority, from this 
Democratic House, taking hold of these questions 
with courage and then pressing them for consider- 
ation and passage. We must have a purpose. We 
must have tests of membership. Every organiza- 
tion in the world that is worth anything has tests 
of membership. The Masons have them; the Odd- 
Fellows have them; the Knights of Labor have 
them; the churches have them; but here the great 
political parties, of this country bave none, and a 
man may believe anything about Heaven, Hell, or 
human government and be an acceptable member 
of either organization. 

Mr. Weaver's remarks were received by both 
sides of the House with laughter and applause, 
and cries of “That's true.” He might have 
added that because there is no such “ purpose 
on the part of the Democratic majority as he 
demanded, therefore the public business suffers 
and is behindhand. 

Entirely aside from the currency and tariff 
questions, this Congress, coming in with a new 
Administration and a change in parties and 
policies, had a great deal of very important 
work todo. The reef of the overburdened 
Supreme Court; the settlement of the Indian 
quesuon; & measure for counting the Elec- 
toral vote; the reclamation of pub 


lic lands wrongfully claimed or pos- 
the Navy De — 
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Wrandotte County, Kansas: St. Charles, 


the reciprocity treaty with Mexico—all these 
were urgently recommended by the President 
in his message. Congress has been four 
months in session, the bot weather of Wash- 
ington will be bere in less than a month, yet 
not one of these measures hat become a law. 
Two years ago at this timefive of the regular 
appropriation bilis bad the House; only 
three have so far not one bas yet 
become a law. 

As to the departments—they transact cur- 
rent business; they are conducted ar honestly 
as even so undoubtedly bonest a man as Mr. 
Cleveland would wish. But ff their heads have 
ideas beyond current business, if they have 
policies they would like to see carried iato ef- 
fect, they have naturally no influence to help 
them, for they are bound by the President's 
declaration not to use theic influence for any 
public end. 

It would be unjust to omit what some of Mr. 
Cleveland’s defenders say for him. They say 
he came into power with the duty to com- 
plete during his Administration that dis- 
in m and destruction of both par- 
ties which has been going on ever since 
Mr. Hayes attained the Presidential office by 
an “arrangement” between Northern Repub- 
lioans and some Southern Democrats. They 
say that this work of disintegration must be 
pushed to its conclusion before the country 
can hope for such a redistribution of the po- 
litical elements as will give us two parties 
based on distinct principles and policies, and 
that this is Mr. Cleveland’s task. 

But those who do not agree with this view 
reply that a Fresident's task, so far as it re- 
lates to politics, is not destructive, but crea- 
tive; that the disorganiza of parties bad 
already reached its final results in the election 
of Mr. Cleveland by a union of men of both 
the olg parties, and that he bad open before 
bim the magnificent opportunity—by 
the entirely proper and judicious 
use of the great powers lodged 
in the President—to draw together during bis 
Administratica the elements of a powerful and 
real Democratic party, a party based on Demo- 
cratic theories of government and united on 
Democratic policies. They add that with a 
fatal blindness he has entirely missed this great 
opportunity, and that, in fact, all that be has 
done has only tended to bind together anew 
those incongruous and ~mutyally hos- 
tile elements whose heipiess and fatal condi- 
tion was accurately described in Mr. Weaver's 
speech. Finally they say that this course, While 
it has demoralized his own y, has rather 
benefited the Republicans, who, as the opposi- 
tion, are not responsible for the failure of neo- 
essary legislation, and are able to take advan- 
tage before the public of the mistakes and 
shortcomings of the party in power. 

Meantime, in the belief of the shrewdest po- 
litical observers here, the labor organizations 
are going to have a potent influence in the fall 
elections, and, as one such observer remarked, 
**may make hash of both parties.“

The 
commission is to sit at such times and 
as the President shall direct, and ail persons 
interested in Mexican or Spanish land titles 
which are tn dispute can bring thein before the 
com mission for judic al ascertainment and de- 
cision.

The House Committee on Commerce today 
instructed Kepresentative Dunham to report 
favorably bis bill to authorize the President 
to appoint inspectors of live stock, dressed 
meats, and hog products intended for foreign 
shipment, toa number not exceeding fifteen 
for any one customs district.

Do you notice that many of the prisoners 

arrested by Central Station detectives are go- 

ing before Justice Kersten now instead of 
before Meech, where they naturally should be 
tried?“ asked one of the best detectives on the 
force of a reporter.

“Yes. But a fine of $5 and $25 is nothing to 
those people, who find plenty of customers tor 
their piaces at 50 cents and $1 a smoke, and 
fines of that kind are no punishment or aid to 
the police in suppressing opium-smoking. The 
next party was booked at East Chicueo Avenue 
Station, and Justice Kersten promptly fined 
the whole batch $50 each. The fact of the 
matter is that the police officers who have any

A STATE INSTITUTION FOR, GIRLS. 


What the Committee Has Decided to Ask of 
the Legisiature—The Plan of the State 
Training-School for Girls. 

The committee for the establishment of a 
State Industrial School for Girls met yesterday 
afternoon at the Sherman House to discuss the 
bill drawn for presentation to the Legislature 
next winter. The bill as it now stands was 
read by Gov. Beveridge of the committee, and 
it differs in several essential respects from that 
framed some t me since for the same purpose. 
The new bill provides fur two departments of 
the institumon in contemplation, one to be 
called The State Industriul School for Giris.“ 
and the other The State Home for Juvenile 
Offenders."" It was finally decided, after quite 
a lengthy discussion, that the title of the 
bili should be, “An act to provide for the 
maintenance and training of such giris as 
sbould be the wards of the State.“ The insti- 
tution is to be intrusted to seven trustees (the 
former bill read Five Commissioners ), not 
more than two of whom shall de from the 
same Congressional district, and tour of whom 
must be women. 

Tue bill appropriates $150,000 for the pur- 
chase of a site and the erection and furaiture 
of proper buildmgs thereon for the first de- 
partment and $10,000 a year for the current ex- 
penses thereof; and for the second department 
$100,000 is appropriated and 88.000 a year as in 
the first instance. It is further provided that 
any girl sent to the Home for Juvenile Of- 
fenders may be transferred from that to the 
Industrial Training-Sehooi if the circumstances 
warrant such transfer: and that she shall re- 
main at the school until the time for which 
che sball have been originally committed shail 
bave exp red. 

It is also further provided that any Justice 
of the Peace befure whom a gir! is tried may, 
if she be found guilty, commit ber to the home 
for a period of not less than three months nor 
more than two years tor aun) misdemeanor. If 
the charge against her be not proved the Jus- 
tice may band her over to the higher court as 
a dependent girl.“ and she may then be com- 
mitted to the training-school to remain until 
she attains ber 19th year. 

The bill, as read by Gov. Beveridge, was 
adopted, and the committee for reasons 
voted to postpone the projected mass- mee tms 
in relation to the subject until the latter part 
of next September. 

There were ten members of the committee 
preseat and Mrs. G. D. Marsh presided. At 
4:15 they adjourned to meet again subject to 
the call of the Chairman.

INTERCHANGING THE STATIONS OF 
DIFFERENT REGIMENTS. 


Owlig to = Scarcity of Funds, It Will Be 
Necessary for the Soldiers to Do Con- 


the changes in high command of the army 
comes another interchanging the stauons of 
several regiments. In view of the large ex- 
penditures incurred through the Indian cam- 
paigns in Arizona during the last year it had 
been expected that the department would not 
be able to pursue the desirable policy of mov- 
ing troops to new latitudes. A summing up 
of the Quartermaster-General’s finances shows, 
however, that a sufficient surplus is left to 
admit of a few changes, and the Lieutenant- 
General, after considering the hundred and 
one applications of Colonels for changes of 
stations of their regiments, bas selected the 
following, which the Secretary of War has ap- 
proved: | | | 

The First Regiment of Infantry, now in 
to exchange with the Eighth Infantry, now in Cali- 
fornia, and the Second Infantry, now in the De- 
partment of the Columbia, with tne Fourth In- 
fantry, now in the Department of the Platte. 

Of the four regiments concerned, the Fourth 
Infantry has bad the longest continuous term 
at one station. It was ordered to the Platte in 
May. 1873. The First Infantry bas the sbort- 
est, having taken station in Arizona in May, 
1882. The Kighth went to California from Ari- 
zona—where it returos under the new order— 
in March, 1878, and the Second Infantry to the 
Coiumbia iu July, 1877. | 

In addition to these changes it is learned to- 
day that Company A of the Fourth Infantry 
and Company G, Eleventh Infantry, will be re- 
lieved from Fort Leavenworth, the former 
joining the other companies of its regiment in 
Arizona, and that of the Eleventh going to 
Fort Sully, Dakota. These companies will be 
repiaced dy two companies of the Sixth. 
now at Camp Douglas, thus bringing 
Col. McCook of that regiment to Fort Leaven- 
worth, where be will succeed Gen. Ruger in 
charge of the School of Application. With the 
exception of two companies which will be sent 
to Camp Douglas to take the place of those to 
be sent to Fort Leavenworth, these are proba- 
bly all the changes in stations of regiments 
that will be made during the present nscal 
year. In making the changes above referred 
to the commanding officers will be directed to 
perform as much of the travel as possibie by 
marching, as the appropriation will admit of 
but little railroad ation, only $20,000 
or so being available for the purpose. 

The nominations of Gens. Ruger and Potter 
to be Brigadier-Generals, Capt. Cious to be 
Judge Advocate, and the three Chaplains have 
been reported to the Senate with favorable 
recommendations from the Senate Military. 
Committee, and w.th the exception of Capt. 
Clous they have probably been confirmed ere 
this, but under the new rules of the Senate 
the official announcement of their confirma- 
tion willnot be made for several days yet. 
Capt. Clous' nomination, it is understood, wiil 
be referred back to the Military Committee for 
the investigation of certain charges regurding 
intemperate habits preferred against him. 

The War Department has not yet reached a 
conciusion regarding the assignments of Gens. 
Ruger and Potter to department commands. 
The former is anxious to succeed Gen. Miles in 
command of the Missouri, and thus retain bis 
present station as his headquarters. TheWar De- 
partment, however, it is believed, wouid prefer 
to have him take the Dakota, as the affairs of 
that department require a more active man than 
Gen. Potter, who would be sent there if Ruger 
should be allowed to have the Missouri. Gen. 
Potter bas no preference. He has but 
afew months to serve anybow, and conse 
‘quently would be very willing to yield any

To Reorganize the Army. 
The most important military measure of the 
session was reported to the House by the Mili- 
tary Committee this week. It is a substitute 
for ali the general bills relating to the personne! 
of the army that were referred to the committee. 
It contains the good features of some of them 
and many new provisions created by Mr. 
Steele, who was intrustea witd the preparanon 
of the bill. The substitute provides tor a uni- 
form organization for the cavalry, artillery, 
and infantry, each regiment to have twelve 
companies capable of being organized into 
‘three battalions of four companies each; for 
the permanent organization of the two light 
batteries of each regiment of artillery which 
are now serving as light artillery, the number 
of enlisted men being increased from 


The number of officers to each battery re- 
mains the same as now, but two Captains and 
three Lieutenants are provided for instead of 
one Captain and four Lieutenants. The num- 
ber ot officers of artiliery is reduced from 280 
10 235, each regiment hereafter to bave twen- 
ty-eight Lieutenants and fourteen Captains. 
The surplus First-Lieutenants to be appointed 
to original vacancies in the infantry arm. An- 
other section deciares that 
talion shall be considered as a part of the 
liane of the army, and provides for a Chief 
Musician for the engineer battalion. It 
further provides that in time of peace only 
two battalions or eight companies of each 
regiment shall be filled, the officers of the third 
battalion to be used for detached service, 80 
far as their services can be profitably utilized; 
and should there be an excess they are to be 
placed upon waiting orders with only tbree- 
fourths pay. Another section requires that 
none of the active companies shall ever be 
without its proper complement of officers. 
There is also a proviso that requires all inex- 


perienced Lieutenants to serve for six 


years with troops before they shall be 
eligible for detached service or increased pay, 
and for a system of rotation and exchange 
among uli the officers of each regiment. 
Other sections wrovide for filling up the 
skeletons to a war standard, so that the expan- 
sion of the forty regiments of eighty battalions 
active, numbering 25,000 men, witu a force of 
120 batailions, containing nearly 100.000 
soldiers, would be attended witu no difficulty. 
The status of the different regimeutal 
bands is fixed so as to make it 
mandatory that band musicians enail be 
armed and trained in the duties of a 
soldier. On account of the duties performed, 
it is proposed to allow these men the smaii ad- 
vauce of pay which comes from rating band 
musicians as privates of engineers of the first 
ciass—viz.: $17 per month instead of $13. All 


‘vacancies created by the act are to be filled by 


appointment by seniority after examination 
from the three arms of the service, The bDiil 
will create fifty original vacancies in each of 
the grades of Maforand Captain of infantry; 
ten of Captains of artillery, and forty- 
five of Lieutenants ot Infantry after 
absorbing the fifty extra Lieutenants of ar- 
tillery—io all 155 vacancies. The promotions by 
seniority would carry up six Captains of artii- 
lery and forty-four of infantry to be Majors; 
pine Lieutenants of cavairy, forty-five orf 
artillery, and fiity-six of infantry to be Cap- 
tains. The distincnon between First and Sec- 
ond Lieutenants is abolished. Another sec- 
tion directs the consolidation of troops so that 
hereafter there shall be but eight companies of 
each regiment in service. The officers ol the 
other companies, of which there wouid be 
about 400, to de availavie for all 
the various detalls and staff assiguments, 
which are now filled by takt officers from 
the complement required with troops. The 
sale of all surplus cavairy horses, and ail sur- 
plus supplies except such as should be store ! 
is provided for. The pay of all, sergeant-ma- 
jors, quartermaster-sergeants, post-quarter- 
masters and comm ssary sergeants is fixed 
at $30. Itis also proposed to refuse promo- 
tion to any officer who is not physically com pe- 


tent to perform his duties, to discharge 
from the service all those who 
have become incapacitated gb their own 


faut. Only graduates f the Military 
Academy and wer:torious enlisted men are to 
be appointed Lieutenants. Further appoint- 
ments in the sienal corps is stopped. It re- 


' duces the pay of certain officers on the retired- 


list who ve been retired for age, but who 
have rend less than thirty-seven and one- 
alf years’ service before retirement. It aiso 
provides for the reéxaminations of officers on 
the retired-list, so that those who may have 
been restored to health and efficiency may be 
put back on the active list for duty.

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SUING A STEAMSHIP COMPANY, 


The Widows of Three Who 
Went Down on the State of Florida Two 


Tears Ago Seeking to | 000 
Repover $5, 


Suits will begun today or Monday in one of 
the courts sitting in Chicago agninst the State 
Line Steamship Company to recover damages 
on account of the drowning of geveral of the 
passengers upon the steamer State of Florida, 
which went down in mid-ocean two years ago. 
There will be three separate actions, each for 
$5,000, brought by the widows of Joseph Fore- 
man, Abraham Williams, and Theodore Will- 
jams. The trial of the cases will revive all the 
painful details of that disastrous wreck, in 
which 135 tives were lost. Considerable difii- 
culty has been experienced in gathering the 
necessary evidence from all quarters of the 
globe, but Messrs. Ritchie, Esher & Judd, who 
have the cases in hand, have at length se- 
cured sufficient evidence to Warrant conf- 
dence in the ultimate result of the 
suits. Many nice legal questions are involved 
in the investigauon. The disaster having oc- 
curred April 19, 1884, it is necessary to begin 
the suits at once to avoid the barof the stat- 
ute of limitations, which in Illinois requires all 
actions to recover damages forthe death of 
auy person to be brought withia two years. 
The State of Florida belonged to the State 
Line, a British corporation having its principal 
offices in Glasgow, Scotland. By a legal fiction 
vessels are generally deemed a part of the ter- 
ritory of the country in which they are owned, 
so that the negligent acts from which the men 
perisbed are regarded as having occurred “on 
British soll.“ The English statute which au- 
thorizes actions for the death of a person lim- 
ite the time of bringing sult to one year in- 
stead of two. But while the character of the 
injury and the richt to bring suit in the first 
place depend on the law the country 
where the accident occured, the time within 
which suit can be brought i§ governed by 
the law of the place where action is commenced. 
Hence it is believed that the suit can be main- 
tained in Illinois any time within two years. 
The steamship company will, However, no 
doubt calm that as the right to sue for a per- 
son's death only exists by virtue of the statute, 
the limitation imposed by that statute as to 
time is an essential part of it; so that no suit 
could be brought under the Haglisn statute 
except within the time prescribed by that 
Statute. Until the passage of Lord Campbell's 
actin Engiand, no civil action of any kina 
could be brought on account of an injury caus- 
ing death. But even if the English limit upon 
the time of bringing suit were applicable, it 
will perhaps de claimed by the plaintiffs that 
the steamer, belonging as it did to a corpara- 
tion having its principal office in Giasgow, was 
a part of Scotch instead of English Territory. 
If this be true, the Scotch law would fix the 
right to sue in the first piace. Under 
the Scotch law. which borrows 
principies from Roman civil jurisprud- 
ence instead of English common law, 
au acton has always iain independently of 
statute for injuries causing death, and the lim- 
itation as to time 18 the same as in other suits. 

Such are some of the less intricate legal 
problems involved in these suite. Tue facts of 
the case are pretty well determined. The State 
of Florida sailed out of port at New York 
April 12, 1884, and sank one week later about 
1,200 miles west of the Irish coast. The wreck 
was due to a collision with the barque Ponema. 
Joseph Foreman, whose widow will bring suit, 
bout his ticket to Belfast from John Biegen, 
agent in Chicago for the State Line The col- 
lision occurred a few minutes be ore midnight. 
There was a sudden crasb, a red | ght gleamed 
in front,. the Ponema sank instantiy with all 
on and the steamer began to fill with 
frightful rapidity. The engineer lost his wits 
and put on a full head of steam, so that when 
the boats were lowered they were half swamped 
by the waves. Only one first-class passenger, 
James Bennett of London, Ont., was saved. 

When news of tne disaster was brought to 
Quebec by the steamer Titania, which rescued 
some of the passengers and —— it was at 
once telegraphed al! over world, and an 
investigation was instituted by the British au- 
tborities. There is an officer styled the Wreck 
Commissioner, whose duty it is to explore the 
cause and fix the responsibility of all marine 
disasters ooncerning British subjects. He 
calls three ** nautical assessors” at the place 
where inquiry isto be made. Wreck-Commis- 
sioner Rothery summoned three such assessors 
at Glasgow and athorough investigation was 
made. The commission fixed the responsibil- 
ity upon the owners of the vessel. According 
to the official finding the First Master, 
Thompson, was com ‘at the time 
of the Sten tee ut gave warn- 
img: twice of the approach of the Ponema 
but for some reason so order was given to 
avoid the sailing craft, which had tne right of 
way, until a disaster was inevitable. The 
* Commission made its final report June 

The owners of the Ponema also prosecuted 
the State Line for damages before the Wreck 
Commissioner. who decided in their favor. An 
appeal was taken to the Scotch Court ot Ses- 
— which affirmed the Commissiouer's de- 

ion. 

The widows of Abraham and Theodore Will- 
jams sent their claims to Eagland to be pre- 
sented, and were offered in settlement thereof 
the sum of £150 each. This was not satisfac- 
tory, and their rights will be pressed with those 
of Mrs. Isabella Foreman. It is supposed that 
the owners of the vessel have avoided publici- 
ty in the matter as long as possible in order 
that other claims which might be presented 
may become outlawed.

A Two-Edged Weapon Which Generally 
Hurts Labor More than Capital. 

Philadelphia Times: The boycott is a two- 
edged weapon, and in ninety-nine cases out of 
100 it must boycott labor much more than 
capital. In nineteen cases out of twenty it is 
simply a farce, as men of ordinary manhood 
will always buy and seli us suits them best, re- 
gardiess of arbitrary orders, and the general 
result of tne labor boycott is simply labor boy- 
cotting labor. It is a moderate esti:nate that 
fixes the losses to labor this year, by reason of 
the paralysis of industrial enterprise by labor 
disturbances, at a thqusand milion of dollars. 
There were a million nidie last year by the 
general depression in our productive indus- 
tries, and the loss tolabor and to the consum- 
ing power of the country was not less than

foolishly boycotted itself by driving ali capital 
out of industrial enterprise that can get out, 
and by postponmmg all improvements that are not 
absolutely indispensatle. Thus bas labor boy- 
cotted labor fully a thousand millions for 1836, 
and when will the confidence so wantonly de- 
stroyed be restored and the channels cf in- 
dustry again send out enlarged demands for 
labor? We appeal to intelligent workingmen 
to boycott the suwical boycotters who are 
simply making labor boycott labor.

Great forti- 
fications cover nearly the entire top of the 
rock, now used as a military school. The 
northern partof it towards the city is now 
being fittea up at great expense for the resi- 
dence of President Dias.

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GAMBLING IN RUSSIA. 


THE EXTENT OF THE NATIONAL PAS- 
SION FOR TAKING CHANCES. 


A Mania Which Prevails Especially Among 
the Military Officers and Is Esteemed 
Quite the Proper Thing Among the Rus- 
sian Aristocracy—A Terrible and Ro- 
mantic Story of the Falling of the Queen 
of Spades. 

Full Mall Gazette: The order of Prince Will 
jam forbidding the officera under his command 
from attending the Union Club, where gam- 
bling is extensively carried on, and following 
upon the order of Chancellor Bismarck in 1876 
closing ali public gambling piaces in Germany, 
has led to many a discussion as to the extent 
to which gaming is carried on in other parte of 
the world. The Chinese gamble for everything, 
and the Italians and Spaniards are not far be- 
hind them. A short time ago some gentlemen 
were enjoying a glass of hot punch, when the 
conversation turned to gambiing in Russia.

CANADA’S MISTAKE, 


Enforcing the Treaty of 1818 at Her Own 
Loss and Suffering. 

Boston, Mass., April 6.—Mr. O. B. Whitten, 
of the large fishing firm of Lewis, Chase & 
Whitten, of Portland. Me., was seen by your 
correspondent today and questioned eoncern- 
ing the fish situation. I think,” said he, 
there can be no question but the Canadians are 
injuring themselves and not us, The people 
of the Canadian seaport towns live by selling 
bait, ote., to the Americans. Now that source 
of income has been cut Of by theirown Gov- 
ernment and they can hardly express their in- 
dignation and disgust. 

Let me give you an example of how it 
works in our business. We bad a vessel ready 
for sea and had engaged a numder of men 
from Liverpool, N. 8., to go in her. We 
couldn't call for them, and so sent for them, 
and they came here, but didn’t bring weir 
things, except the clothes they wore. We had 
hard work to explain to them why Capt. Orne 
couldn't call at Liverpool. We fitted them out, 
but they were mad enough. They said that 
system wouldn't last a year. Now, it wou't 
pay the Canadians to make the mistake of sup- 
posiug that they are barming us, for they are 
no We don't want commercial intcroourse 
wit them. We have given orders to our Cap- 
tains to keep out of their ports. We can got 
along without fresh bait. We shall go back to 
the old system of taking salt bait with us, and 
thus save the time that bad been spent in go- 
ing to port for bait and then back to the Bauks, 


Moe can keep out of their harbors altogether 


and not ask the slightest favor of them.“ 

Do you anticipate any trouble?” asked the 
correspondent. 

No, there won't be any occasion for it. 
The Captains bave their instructions and won't 
go into their barbors. It is possibie that a test 
case may be made to settle the point whether 
they can preventour buying bait, and it is 
also possible that the meaning of the three- 
wile limit wiil be more clearly defined, so that 
we shall know whetber it means tbree miles 
from the shore or three miles from headland 
to headland. One thing has been settled by 
thé action taken by the Canadians—that it is of 
more benefit for their people to have access to 
our ports than it is tor us to have access to 
what they call their fishing grounds. As for the 
mackere! catch, we have better fishing on our 
own coast. To sum it all up, we are content 
with the present arrangement. We don't want 
to open the American market to them. When 
the Canadian fishermen find that they cannot 
ship with us they will come here and become 
citizens of the United States. That ts what 
they say themselves. The young men of the 
Canadian fishing towns will be forced to come 
here.“ 

Then you are satisfied with the outlook?“ 

„Perfectly so.” 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., April 6.—On the topic 
of Canadian suffering through the policy 
adopted by the Dominion Government, espe- 
cially in reference to the sale and purchase of 
bait, your correspondent asked Capt. Babson: 

But will not the rigid enforcement of this 
provision of the treaty work-hardships to the 
inhabitants of the towns fronting on the fish- 
ing territory?“ 

**Hardsbip? Les.“ he replied; it will bring 
ruin and starvanon to them. Every act com- 
plained of or resisted by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment is a direct benefit to its own people. 
Whole towns on the coast of Newfoundland 
depend upon the trade with the American fish- 
ermen for their subsistence. Already numer- 
ously-signed petitions have been sent up by 
these people, praying that the existing privi- 
lenes be not interfered with. Why, when the 
squid runs into the bays and inlets the whoe 
population—men, women, and cbilaren—turn 
out with their nets and traps to catch them. 
They sell them to the fishermen in large quan- 
tities, and this is practically their only sources 
of revenue. They will starve under the treaty 
of 1818 if its provisions are enforced.”

As you seem to regaré personal opinion as 
legitimate evidence, it would be fair to allow 
me to offer mine, and let the two go side by 
side, io huve such weight as our respective 
names may carry. 

My experience and observation is that a law 
not supported by public sentiment is. a 
fraud.“ Any law in a republican govern- 
ment which public sentiment will not enforce 
is demoralizing. A probibitory law ino a city 
like this would not be sustained by public opin- 
ion, and would be a dead letter and mean free 
liquor. Under our present High-License law 
the revenue has increased $35,000. The num- 
ber of satoons has been reduced from 146 to 
99. The arrests for drunkenness have dimin- 
ished 33 per cent. There is less liquor drank 
here than before the High-License law was 
adopted. I think I can truthfuily add that the 
law is rewarded by the best friends ot temper- 
ance as the best law we have ever had. As to 
the ** moral effect of the law, it has convinced 
the saloon element that there is a cool-headed 
and wise determination to restrict che liquor 
traffic and crowd it just as far into a corner as 
public sentiment will sustain. 

It is pertinent to add that in the last General 
Assembly the Liquor-Dealers’ Association and 
the brewers made a persistent and vigorous 
effort to repeal the law, for the reason that they 
find 1t a practical iaw, sufficientiy in line with 
the development of public opinion to be sus- 
tained, and that it reduces the sale of their 
manutactures.

Deviled Beef in Batter—Cut slices of under- 
done roast beef and lay them for an hour in a 
mixture of bailf acup of vinegar, baif a tea- 
spoonful each of salt and made mustard. Turn 
them over and over sevoral times to absorb 
the dressing. Lay on a clean cloth, press with 
another to take up the liquid and dip in a bat- 
ter made in the p*oportion of one eg. half a 
cup of milk, and two tablespoonfu!s of prepared 
flour, with a ‘littie salt. Fry in dripping or 
lard, drain off the grease and serve. 

Browned Potatoes—Boil in their skins, dry 
off and peel, set in a baking-pan in the oven, 
and as they heat butter three times at inter- 
vais of five minutes to glaze them.

Scalloped Cod, Halibut, or Salmon—Two 
pounds of cold boiled fish, two cyps ot mik. 
one even cup of crumbs, two tablespoonfuls 
of prepared flour, and two of butter, pepper, 
salt, and a tablespoonful of fine minced pars- 
ley, twoeggs. Pick tne fish fine with a tork, 
heat the salted milk in a saucepan, rub the 
flour and butter together, stir into the milk, 
with pepper and parsley, and pour this oa the 
beaten eggs. Strew the bottom of a baking 
dish with crumbs, put in a layer of sauce, thea 
one of fish, another of sauce, and so on until 
the ingredients are used up. Cover with the 
rest of the crumbs and bake, covered, until it 
bubbles all over, then brown. 

Hashed Potatoes, Browned—Pare and cut 
potatoes into dice; lay these in cold water half 
an hour; stew tender but not softin hot salted 
water; turn this off and vover the potatoes 
with acupof bot milk in which you have 
melted a tablespoonful of butter cot up 
in a teaspoonful of prepared flour. Turn all 
into a greased pudding or pie dish and brown 
ligtitly in a quick oven. 

Lady Cake—One and a halt cups of powdered 
sugar, halt a cup of butter, two tablespoontuls 
of milk, whites of five eggs, two even cups of 
sifted prepared flour, one teaspoonful! of bitter 
almond flavoring. Rub butter and sugar to a 
cream, add the milk and flavoring, then whites 
and flour alternately. Bake in jelly cake tins, 
and when they are cold divide by layers of 
whipped cream, sifting sugar on top.

Catfi:h Soup—Three pounds of fish when 
they have been cleaned, skinned, ana de- 
headed, two cups of milk, beated with a tiny 
bit of soda, two tablespoonfuls of prepared 
flour rubbed up with three of butter, two 
beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls of minced 
parsiey, three cups of cold water, pepper and 
salt. Cover the fish with cold water, and stew 
gently until the flesh slips easily from the 
bones; take from the fire, pick out and throw 
away the bones; chop te fish, strain the liquor 
in which it was boiled, and return all to the 
fire; as it boils, stir in floured butter, season- 
ing, and parsley; boll two minutes; pour the 
scalding milk from another vessel over the 
egws, turn into the tureen, add the fish soup, 
and serve, Line the tureen with Boston crack- 
ers, split and soaked in boiling m.ik, before 
pouring the soup upon them.

Stewed Tomatoes—Cook twenty minutes be- 
fore seasoning with a tablespoonful of butter, 
an even teaspoonful of sugar, less than half as 
much salt, a dash of pepper, and the merest 
suspicion of minced onion. Stew five minutes 
longer, add a teaspoontul of fine crumbs, boil 
up and serve. 

Russian Cream—Half a package of gelatine 
soaked four hours in water enough to 
cover it; one quart of milk, four eggs, two 
cups of sugar, a generous glass of sherry, two 
teaspoonfuls of vanilla. Scald the milk, take 
from the fire, and stir into it the yelke of the 
eggs beaten light with the sugar; also the gel- 
atino. Stir ail che time while mixing and re- 
turn to the fire, boi five minutes, still stirring, 
remove to the table, add the whites beaten to 
a froth, the flavoring, and wine, strain through 
a sieve, aod pour into molds wet with cold 
water. Set in a cold place to form, It is well 
to make it the day before it is to be eaten it you 
have au early dinner; in the early moraing if 
you dine in the evening.

ODDS AND ENDS.

Ingenuity bids fair to outdo itself in the 
number anc variety of work-bags that are con- 
stantly being manufactured. The long ones of 
silk, satin, orpiush, in the shape of the old- 
fashioned purée, with a ring in the middle and 
ornamented at the ends with fringe or knotted 
balls, have been before the public for some 
time, but they are always pretty and useful. 
Made rather large, of wot 100 delicate’ mate- 
rial and color, they serve admira ly as party- 
bags in whieh to carry ahppers, tan, and 
gloves. Among new styles intended for sew- 
ing materiais, one of the daintiest and most 
convenient consists of three small satin bags 
of different colors, all run on the same draw- 
strings. One little bag may be of dark blue, 
another of brilliant orange, and the third of 
deep cardinal red, while they can be used 
respectively as receptacies for black, white, 
and mixed buttons and silks. Another 
bag, of rather larger size, is made of 
bright silk, and bears on the. outside in 
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needles, wax, etc., all the essentials for fasten- 
ing on shoe buttons. This task is such an oft- 
récurring one and 80 disagreeavie to most peo 
ple that it isa boon to have its performance 
lightened by any means. A still more gener- 
oug bag for carrying Jarge pieces of embroid- 
ery, crocheting, or othér fascy work is of 
pongee, with a deep band ot scariet satin at 
the top and ribbon drawstrings of the same 
color. On one side in straggling rustic letters 
is the motto, “To everything a season”; on 
the other. A time to read and a time to sew.” 
Aspool bag is an Indispensable adjunct to 
every work-basket, and may be made of any 
odds and ends of material one bappens to 
have, The thread and silk that are in constant 
use it is better to keep loose in the basket 
or in one of the open cases fasbionad for the 
purpose, but chere are always a number of 
spools of colors or qualities seldom employed, 
and these will be out of the way and ret at 
band in a little bag. This shoula be furnished 
witb a stout basket. A sim lar pouch for but 
tons is also to be recommended. Cretonne, 
turkey red, and silesia are pretty and wear ad- 
mirabiy. 


The wonderful bag of the mother in the 
„Swiss Family Robinson is in danger of be- 
ing rivaled, if not eclipsed, by a new device 
labeled, ‘* A Basket of Usefulness.’’ Oue sees 
these receptacies in quaint shapes, profusely 
adorned with artificial flowers, for sale at fancy 
stores, but a much simpier and more common- 
sense article may be manufactured at home. 
A peach basket in good condition, or, better 
still; a large cheap splint basket without a top 
but furnished with a stout handle, may be lined 
with Turkey red, and the outside painted, gild- 
ed, or covered as inclination may dictate. 
Pockets of different sfzes must then be fast- 
ened around the inside, a cord elastic being 
run in the hem of each, if desired, to prevent 
any danger of an overflow of their contents. 
Into these may be tucked bits of trim- 
ming of one kind and another, odds and 
ends of ribbon, rolls of tape, sticks of braid, 
cards of hooks and eyes, etc., while the middie 
compartment is reserved for bundies of dress 
goods or patterns. A cover of Turkey red 
that draws up in the middle by a string long 
enough to admit of its folding completely back 
when the basket is in use sbould protect tho 
treasures it vontains from dust. Any decora- 
tion in the way of embroidery or knots of rib- 
bon can be added at pleasure. 


Although kerosene lamps have not yet 
entirely superseded gas, they seem to be in 
a fair way to do so for all purposes of needle- 
work, writing, or reading, For reading, especial- 
ly, there comes a lamp formed somewhat on the 
pian of a locomotive headlight, provided with 
a powerful reflector that throws the light 
directly upon the book or paper. It is attached 
to a stem that permits it to be raised or 
lowered at will 


Paper lamp-shades have gone almost out of 
fashion tor handsome parlor lamps, and their 
place is taken by tinted glass globes and by a 
multitude of coneoctions of lace, satin, and 
tinsel. Most of these latter are exceedingly 
preity, but some of them are too elaborate for 
the time and purse of the average bousewife. 
Une that adds to beauty the recommendation 
of being easily and cheaply made is of neatly 
joined pieces of satin ribbon in any line that 
willthrow a pleasant light. The ribbon is cut 
into equal lengths and the edges sewed togother 
by overcasting. The upper edge is bound with 
a narrower ribbon of the same color, while the 
lower ends are pointed, and each point tinished 
alternately with a tiny coin or crescent. <A 
deep lace ruffle falls below and completes the 
shade. 


Softa.scarfs are no less ornamental or useful 
than chair backs and may be made on the same 
plan, although on a larger scale. A very band- 
some scarf is of astrip of poagee in the pnat- 
ural shade and nearly the length of the back of 
the sofa. One end is adorned with oranges 
embroidered in Kensington stitch; the other 
end shows cardinai flowers. A great bow of 
ribbons—yellow, scarlet, or ight blue—gathers 
the scarf in the middie and the ends are spread 
over the sofa back. A pretty cover that will 
admit of being easily washed is excelient for 
the bead of a lounge, e#pecially if the couch is 
in constant service. Only by obserying how 
frequently such a protection needs to be sent 
to the laundry does one realize the wear and 
toil that are saved the goods with which the 
piece of furniture Js upholstered. 


Never throw away the bottoms of Japanese 
lacquered trays when the rims warp and drop 
off, as tbey have an unpleasant fasbion of 
doing in our furnace-heated homes. The fiat 
bottom, whether black or gayly colored, round, 
oval, or oblong, will work in with admirable 
effect for purposes of household decoration. 
Placed at the back of & cabinet or sot of 
sheives, the anfinished edges concealed by 
a piece of drapery or some other clever device, 
they make capital backgrounds for bits of 
china or bric-’®-brac, and give an Oriental 
touch quite out of proportion to their original- 
ly humble office. 


In uphbolstering old furniture at home it fs an 
excellent plan to rip of the wornout cover and 
employ it as a pattern by which to cut the new 
one. A good fit is thus insured without the 
nuisance ot measuring en? planning, wn the 
possibility of committing a blunder that may 
cause the labor to be wasted. 


A practical idea and one easily carried out is 
that of makime Canton flannel bath blankets 
for babies. Many mothers have neither the 
time nor the skill to devote to the fabrication 
of the knitted blankets, and to them the easily 
fashioned substitutes of Canton flanvel will be 
of great service. The material is very cheap, 
only 12 to 15 cents a yard, and it comes very 
wide. The blankets should be cut a yard 
square, and either finished with a crocheted 
border bound with a narrow ribbon or with 
the raw edge turned over and caught down by 
a feather stitching of bright worsted, 


For a corner washstand a pretty splasher is 
made of a linen scarf long enough to shield 
both sides from scattered drops. There should 
be two designs worked on it, one at each end. 


In fitting up a pantry small brass hooks are 
not only more oruamenta but also more con- 
venieut than nails for banging cake cutters, 
funnels, tincups, spoons, and all the number- 
less little articles that generally crowd the 
shelves. The increase im the cost will de so 
slight as to be hardly noticeable.

THE CHOICE OF BOOKS. 


Eugene Schuyler on American Diplomacy 
and the Fuartherance of Commerce—How-

Mr. Frederic Harrison has been preaching so 
fervently from his Positive pu.pit the philos- 
opby of Auguste Comte that his literary style 
bas taken in consequence a sermonic quality of 
tone. In bis present essay on Tune Choice of 
Books (the substance of which appeared some 
seven years ago) he criticises, reproves, and 
perates in one breath, until bis reader feels, 
alternately .ike a lazy pupil and a recaicitrant 
ginner. It is gratifymg to find ia this work, 
however, much better counsel as to a course of 
reading than the contributors to the Full Mall 
Gas tte recently offered to an anxious world. 
A brief treatise on the highest productions of 
the buman mind, and the lessons they have to 
offer, must naturally be more suggestive than 
a bare list of 100 names, beginning with Con- 
fucius and ending with Huxley. It is proper 
to say that Mr. Harrison deals only with the 
imaginative department of literature, leaving 
history and philosophy for some future occa- 


sion. 
In the first chapter, on How to Read.“ the 


author disagrees with Lord Sherbrooke, whose 
views on the subject were thus expressed: 
„Form a habit of reading; do not mind what 
you read; the reading of better books will 
come when you have & habit of reading the in- 
fenor.” Mr. Harrison replies to this by say- 
ing that a babit of reading idly debilitates and 
corrupts the mind for all wholesome reading. 
And yet the great mass of mankind will al- 
ways follow Lord Sherbrooke’s natural method. 
quey will begin with what they find congenial, 
even it it beinferior; and their taste will 
gradually lead them to higher levels. A scbool- 
poy, for instance, will know his Byron before 
nis Wordsworth, and no amount of persuasion 
will make him throw aside Childe Harold“ 


to take up The Excursion.“ One must grow 
out of the swaddiing-clothes of litera- 
ture. Charles Lamod comes in for a 
drubbing because, forsooth, be revived a 
relish for old theatrical garbage.“ One is just 
Philistine enough, nevertheless, to confess 
bere that one would prefer at any time to 
wander through the green fields with Lamb 
than to perspire in the intellectual gymnasium 
whieb Mr. Frederic Harrison recommends to 
mental invalids. Why describe as garbage the 
work of the minor dramatists? English litera- 
ture could not well spare the rude spiendor of 
Marlowe, Webster, and the Elizabethans; nor 
would it be willing to lose the brilliancy of 
Congreve, Wycheriey, and the other lights of 
the Restoration. Books are valuabie for what 
they teach us of men. It is trom the old plays 
that one learns the fasnions, foibles, and bab- 
its of thought of different periods of history. 
The reien of the Second Charies is reflected in 
’ the wittiest comedies of the language. and the 
earlier plays make Sbakspeare and bis friends as 
familiar figures to the mental eye as if they 
bad lived but yesterday. Charles Lamb bas 
done more than any other writer to give peo- 
ple a sympathetic insight into English drama: 
and. if it be not impertinent to say it, rather 
than lose one of his pages one would spare all 
of Mr. Harrison’s criticisms. 

The general reader is a person who excites 
Mr. Harrison's apprehension. ** Your general 
reader,” be says, like the grave-digger in 
‘Hamlet,’ is hail-fellow witb all the mighty dead; 
he pats the skull of the jester, batters the 
oheek of lord, lady. or courtier, and uses im- 
perious Cresar” to teach boys the Latin de- 
elensions.”" He thinks that this noble equality 
of writers and readers has a perilous side to 
it, in that it is apt to make us ‘ndiscriminate 
in the books we read. He is fearful that the 
mighty men of the past will be neglected or 
treated with contempt. And be pointedly ob- 
serves: 

Who now reads the ancient writers? Who sys- 
tematically reads the great writers, be they ancient 
or modern, whom the consent of ages has marked 
out us classics—typical, immortal, peculiar teach- 
en our race? Alas! the “Paradise Lost” is 
Jost again to us beneath an inundation of gracefal 

“seademic verse, sugary stanzas of ylike pretti- 
ness. and ceaseless explanations tn ore or less 
readabie prose of whatJohn Milton meant or did 
not mean, or what he saw or did not see, who mar- 
ried his greataunt, and why Adam or Satan is like 
that or unlike the other. We read a perfect library 
about the “Paradise Lost,” but the Paradise 
Lost itself we do not read. 

He lays it down as a maxim that the reading 
of great books is a ‘acuity to be acquired, not 
a natural gift—at least not to those who are 
spoiled by our current education and babits of 
life. He would bave it that judicious reading 
should leave ne great type of thought, no 
dominant phase of human nature, wholly a 
blank. The inteilectual system of most of us 
in these days, he adds, needs to purge and to 
live cieanly.” Only by a course of treatment 
shall we bring our minds to feel at peace with 
the grand, pure works of the worid. Some- 
thmg we ought to know of the masterpieces 
of antiquity ana of the other nations of Eu- 
rove. To understand a great national poet, 
such as Dante, Calderon, Corneille, or Goethe, 
is to know other types of human civilization iu 
ways which a library of histor es does not suf- 
ficientiy teach. The great masterpieces of the 
world are thus, quite apart from the charm 
and solace they give us, the master iostru- 
ments of a solid education. 

Turning from meditation on letters in gener- 
al, Mr. Harrison devotes an instructive chap- 
ter to the pots of the Oid World. Homer, of 
course, receives his due. Aschylus, the crea- 
tor of tragic art, is spoken of atlength. “In 
majesty ana mass ot pathos the ‘Agememnon’ 
remains stil without arival in tragedy. The 
universality and inexhaustible versatility of 
our own Suakspeare are unique in all litera- 
ture. But tue very richness of bis qualities 
detracts from the symmetry and directness of 
the dramatic impression. What will most in- 
terest the reader, bowe ver, in this lucid expos!- 
don of the great classics of antiquity is Mr. 
Harrison’s recommendation of translations, in 
many of which, as be acknowledges, tuis age 
bas been so rich. Except to a few favored 
scholars, translations, it need not be said, are 
indispensable; and in choosing them it is well 
to take the advice of one who 1s fully capable 
of making selecuons: 

In the very front rank come, for verse, Mors- 
head’s Trilogy of Aschylus, and hies Gdipus the 
King” of Sophocies, Mr. Philip Worsley’s Odys- 
sey,” Lord Derby's Iliad.“ Frere’s Aristophanes, 
the Greek Lyrics of Milman, and Fitzgeraid’s 
Calderon. These are all readable as poems in 
themselves; but they hardly come up to the typical 
examples of transiations—transiations of a poet 
by a poet—such as Shelley's Fragments and Cole- 
Mages Wallenstein. . For prose we can 
hardiy have anything better than the Homer by 
Mr. Andrew Lang, Prof. Butcher, E. Myers, and 

alter Leaf; Mr. Lang's Theocritas; Mr. Myers’ 

ndar; Mr. Conington’s prose Virgil; Munro's 
Lacretias; the Inferno,“ by John Cartyie; Dante, 
by Lamennais; the Cid.“ by Damas Hinard. Each 
Of these, in its own way, gives us almost as much 
46 translation ever can give.

Eugene Schuyler, who was in the United 
States diplomatic service for seventeen years, 
beginning as Consul at Moscow and ending as 
Resident and Constl-General to 
Greece, Roumania, and Servia, has revised and 
recast two series of, lectures delivered by him 
at Johns Hopkins and Cornell Universities oa 
the consular and dipiomatic service of this 
country, and on what American diplomacy has 
done to further the interests of commerce and 
navigation. The subjects now discussed are: 
“The Department of State“; “Oug Consular 
System; » Diplomatic Officials’: »The Pirat- 
ical Barbary Powers; The Right of Search 
and the Slave Trade”: Free Navigation of 
Rivers and Seas; Neutral Rights"; The 
Fisheries; and “Commercial Treat lies.“

Some 30,000 topics, it is averred, 
are treated of in this curious library of higtor- 
ical odds and ends. (Funk & Wagualls.) 

As soon as a man’s collection of books 
amounts to over a hundred volumes he calls it 
a library and begins to think of cataloging it. 
As it grows he will probably try to subdivide it 
according to subjects, and lose himself in a 
maze of perplexity as to whether certain 
works should come under the bead of history, 
or essays, or miscellaneous. Only those who 
have made the attempt know bow d flicult it is 
to satisfactorily catalog a collection of books 
according to subjects so that the catalog will 
be of use to any one else. There is, however, 
one kind of catalog which wii! satisfy all, and 
that is an accession catalog, in which all books 
are entered in the order in which they are pur- 
chased. No subdivision is necessary, the only 
criterion being the order of time. Such a cata- 
log, or rather a blank book appropriately ruled 
for such a catalog, has been prepared by Wood- 
ruff, Cox & Co. of Cincinnati: and it amply 
fulfills its purpose. It is a square quarto, and 
the title of each book extends across two 
pages. The title is given first, then the shelf- 
number, author, number of volumes, size, 
where pub.ished and when, cost, and when 
bought. This comprises ali that is necessary. 
The volume will contain nearly 2,100 tit:es.

GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS. 


The Story of Capt. MeGrath’s Removal and 
the Appointment of His Successor Again 
Revived—Mail Statistica—Other Items. 

The old, old story regarding the removal of 
Capt. McGrath, Superintendent of Malls, was 
again revived at the Government Building yes- 
terday, ae was also the identity of his succes 
sorin the person of the Hon. R. A. D. Wil- 
banks. The latter has been mentioned for the 
position upon several occasions, being stronaly 
indorsed therefor by prominent Democrats in 


Chicago and elsewhere throughout the State. 
Yesterday a man connected with tne public 
service stated that Wilbanks bad actually been 
appointed, was in possession of his commis- 
sion, and would enter upon the discharge of his 
official duties on or about the 15th inst. 

The work of the inquiry division of the 
Post-Office for the quarter ending March 31, 
1886, shows the foliowing facts and figures:

second-class matter received uumailable, 34,- 
871: third and fourth class matter received 
unmailable, 57,156; third and fourth class mat- 
ter sent to dead-ietter office, 2,293; destructive 
unmai able matter received, 75; articles found 
loose in mai 8, 868; newspapers received un- 
paid and sent to dead-ietter office, 5,400; tags 
and wrappers found loose in muils, 142; 
pouches cuntaining dead matter sent to dead- 
letter office, 141. 

The total number of newspapers and 
periodicals published in Chicago and received 
at the Post-Otffice as second class matter is 411. 
Of these 8 are quarterly, 71 semmonthiy, 248 
monthly, 67 weekly, and 22 dally. Tbree hun- 
dred and seventy are published in the English 
language, 21 in the German, 11 Scandinavian, 
4 Bohemian, 3 Polish, and 2 French. The 
quantity mailed for the quarter ending March 
31. 1886, was 1,367 tons or about 136 car-loads.

HUSBANDRY. 


Road Making and Drainage. 

One of the most important subjects to ocou- 
py the minds of the rural population is that of 
roads. Another is drainage, in connection 
with roads, for without drainage no road, 
whatever the material, can be permanentiy 
good. In fact there are situations that must 
be underdrained before the road is made. 
Such places are, first, all bollows that are 
spouty, or that are underlaid with bardpan or 
other material impervious to water. 

The other class are springy and boggy hill 
sides. All such situations should first be thor- 
oughly underdrained. Infact, the writer is 
of opinion, from practical experience, 
both in underdraining farm and garden land, 
and from observations on roads that have been 
underdrained, that in all districts where the 
natural soil must be used both for the substra- 
tum and the surface of the road, one or more 
lines of four-inch tile is a valuable auxiliary 
where laid along the line of the road, It is 
noless useful where gravel, stone, or other 
bailast forms the superstructure. The impor 
tanoe of uuderdraining roads will be apparent 
to all who have ever witnessed the quick dry- 
ing of the soil and its solidity, over and near 
underdrains on the farm. 

Where to piace the underdrains along the 
road isa question not entirely settled. The 
probability is that one line should be in the 
centre of the track. Where drains are placed 
near the edges of the road, these places dry 
first, and take the travel in muddy weather. If 
this plan is adopted aline of tile must be laid 
near each side of the road, and that portion of 
the ditch within eighteen inches of the top 
shou'd be of small, broken stone, small gravel, 
or coarse sand. This will prevent the whole 
from becoming impervious to water through 
puddling. If only a single line of tile is used, 
it should be certainiy Silled with stone, or 
gravel, except the last eighteen inches, just 
over the tiie, This should be sand or friable 
loam. 

If the tiles are laid in the ditches they should 
be under the deepest part, or next the side 
farthest from the centre of the road. In this 
case a fair wagon-track will be found next 
these tiles, along the side of the road, in wet 
weather. 

In the underdraining of roads, where the cost 
would be too great to tile the entire length, all 
low places should certainly be drained, and an 
ample outfall must be provided by carrying 
a drain along the lowest outflow unt! 
it may be brought to and car 
ried off through some natural channel. 
It is altogether better, however, to drain the 
entire road up-bill and down, carrying the 
water off at every depression leading away 
from the road; and this, aside from the fact 
that thus all water passing down through the 
soil is quickiy carried away, really much water 
is in a measure forced down through the soil, 
thus preventing it running over the surface. 
Hence much washing of the road, in a broken 
countrv, is avoided, and where water stands in 
possible ruts on worn places it is quickly 


‘drawn down to the tiles below. 


A Florid State. 

Florida bas been having a spring show at 
Jacksonville in that State. Among cut flowers 
sbown were camellias, violets, pansies, roses 
in endless variety only grown North under 
glass, azaleas, English violets, byacinths, 
easter lilies, jonquils, fleur de lis, pinks, 
and an endless variety of other flowers. 
One exhibition is said to have in cultivation 
1,000 varieties of roses. One exhibit of pot 
plants contained 1,500 specimens, including 
tree begonias. Of herbaceous begonias there 
were sixteen varieties, twelve varieties of 
geranium, thirty varieties of coleus, fifteen 


two varieties of dracena, three vurieties of 
passion vine, three varieties of saivia, five va- 
rieties of tritus cantia, with vines and grasses 
innumerable. Of truite there was au endless 
show of oranges, including the kumquat or 
Japanese oranges, lemons, limes, citron, and 
other citrus fruits. 

Among otper fruits were pomegranate, Le 
Conte peak, apples and peaches preserved in 
jars, apricots, citron, quince, Japanese persiim- 
mon, Scuppernong grapes, grape fruits, pine- 
apples, banana: In other products are found 
wine, honey, sugar, sirup, tea reat, white 
navy bean, rice, rough and clean, long-staple 
cotton, seed and meal, goubers, cowpeas, pea- 
nuts, splendid specimens of cogn, fibres and 
fibrous plants, sea beans, cauliflower, cabbage, 
parsiey, strawberries, and other spring fruits. 
It would seem to warrant the belief that Flori 
da is not only a land of flowers but of tropical 
and temperate zone fruits and vegetables. 
Florida should bring a show to Chicago if her 
fruit-growers wish a boom. California has 
made a pretty large boom.tbrough the exhibi- 
tion here for the last few wevks.

TEXAN SNAKES, 


Something About Their Size and Variety—A 
Kind That Makes Up with the Prairie Dog. 
Nashvi.le American: The largest rattlesnakes 


“are in Texas, ou the Lower Kio Grande, where 


ther sometimes attain the length of twelve feet 
and are beavy io proportion. The smallest are 
the **horned’’ rattlesnakes of Arizona, New 
Mexico, and Southern California, which seldom 
reach a length of two feet. They have two 
little excrescences over the eyes, and are full 
of devilment. They have rattles, but seldom 
use them, preferring to lie halt hidden ip the 
sand until stepped on, when they remonstrate. 
The sand or desert rattlesnake is also small, 
and pretends to be on neighborly terms with 
the prairie dog, whose burrows he occupies. I 
bave reason to believe that when the rattle 


snake inserts himself in the bosom of a prairie | 


dog’s family he does so on fraudulent grounds 
and is unwillingly entertained. The prairie 
dog carries no life insurance, and cannot af- 
ford a quarrel, and the snake is mean enough 
to take the advantage of bim. There is a lit- 
tle brown and very comical owl who likewise 
takes up residence with tne prairie dog. but he 
makes at least a show of earning bis rent by 
remaining at the entrance and acting as jan- 
itor, politely bowing to everybody who passes. 
Neither snake, dog, nor ow! seems to mind the 
Other’s presence, but are exqgedingly sociable.

Two Years an Empress. 

Memoirs of Baron Imbort de St. Amant: At 
this period of ber life Marie Louise possessed 
no inconsiderable portion of feminine charms. 
She was tail and admirably formed, her shoul- 
ders and arms being especiaily beautiful. Her 
complexion was dazzling, her teeth white and 
even, and ber eyes large, blue, and expression- 
less. She bad a profusion of fair hair, which 
looked wellin the numerous stiff curls that 
were then fashionable. Her foot was remark- 
ably small, and Napoleon showed with pride to 
his valet de chambre the slipper that bad been 
sent from Vienna as a model for the shoes of 
the Empress, remarking as he did go: 
Look, Constant; here isa slipper of iucky 
omen. Have you ever seen many feet that 
were as small as that?“ But the face of the 
Empress was distigured by the long, heavy 
chin of the Austrian imperial face. More- 
over, her countenance was stolid and expres- 
sioniess. She was in alli respects the opposit 
of the brilliant, fascinating Josephine, possess- 
ing neither charms of intellect nor powers of 
conversation. She was simpiya fresh, fair 
German girl, radiant with bealth and youth, 
too stupid to appreciate ber husband and too 
dull and phlegmatic to care much even for the 
splendors ot ber throne. As to her virtue, 
which Napoleon used to extol while he was at 
St. Helena, it is on record that no sooner bad 
she got rid of her husband than sue took unto 
berseif a lover. 

It is certain that during the brief period of 
her prosperity Marie Louise found herseif at 
the very pinnacle of human greatness. She 
bad the world at ber feet. It 16 doubtful 
whether she realized the dazzjing hight of the 
elevation at which she was placed. Moreover, 
she was the wife of the man who was not only 
the greatest but the most fascinating person of 
modern history. Even at this day it is im pos- 
sible to read the records of his private life and 
intimate cOnversation without experiencing to 
some degree the enchantmevt that be eker 
cised over those around him. Napoleon was 
then only 40 years of age, with a head whose 
beauty was the stern, severe, yet artistic 
beauty of an antique bust. For his young 
Wife's sake he dad discontinued nis 
careless style of dress ana had become 
elegant in bis attire and saure in 
his manners. But he who won so Many bearts 


could never win that of Marie Louise—proba- 


biy because there was none to win. There was |

Marie Louise never enjoyed the social suc- 
cesses that were the share of Josephine. She 
lacked the grace, the tact, the charm. of her 
fascinating predecessor, of whom, by the way, 
she was mortaily jealous. Napoleou could not 
exasperate ber more readily than by telling 
ber that he was about to pay a visit to his re- 
pudiated wife. On his side, he kevt his young 
Empress in a severe and almost Oriental 
seclusion. One might have thought that he 
divined the future frailties of her career, and 
considered that she required the strictest pos- 
sible surveillance. x ladies, called his dames 
d’annonces, were appointed to watch over 
Marie Louise in turn every moment of the day. 
One of them entered her bedroom before sue 
arose, and another only left ber when sbe re- 
tired for the night. They were present at her 
lessons of music, drawing, or embroidery; 
they wrote notes and letters from ber dicta- 
tion: and one of them always slept in a room 
communicating with that of tre Empress, and 
through which it was necessary to pass in 
order to reach her bedchamber. 

The bright days of the career of Marie Lou- 
ise lasted fortwo years only. She was but lit- 
tle over 20 when the sun of ber prosperity 
went westering to its decline. She had been 
the greatest lady in the world, and the wife of 
the world’s greatest man. She sank without a 
struggle to be the mistress of her own cham- 
berlain. A more pitiabie spectacle has seldom 
been presented than was that afforded by Marie 
Louise when she appeared at the Congress of 
Verona leaning on the arm of the Duke of 
Wellington, Fortunately, her illustrious bus- 
band died in ignvrance of her infamy and her 
weakness, and gave her in his memory a shrine 
side by side with that dedicated to the image 
of Josephine. 


Berlin’s Spectral Lady. 

Berlin celebrates a curious anniversary this 
year. It is just 400 years ano since the White 
Lady of the Hohenzollerns first made ber ap- 
pearance on any stage. This event took plage 
at the old castle in Bayreuth before the death 
of the Brandenburg Elector, Albrecht Achilles. 
Of late years nothing positive has been heard 
of the mysterious spectral visitor, though she 
was reputed to have been seen in Berlin be- 
fore the death of the young Prince Walde- 
mar, and two years ago a paragraph ap- 
peared in one of the Berlin papers to the 
effect that she had been seen in some of the 
apartments of the old castle. There was con- 
siderable excitement among the court officials 
at the time, and searching inquiries were made 
in order to learn who bad given the informa- 
tion to the public, not because the officials at- 


tached apy importance to the appearance of 
the White Lady, but because they feared it 
might possibly have an injurious effect upon 
the health of the Emperor, who is not proof 
against such things. For the White Lady is a 
natural appendage, so to speak, to the divinity 
of the Hohenzollerns. No great reigning fam- 
Ur can be considered as complete without its 
family ghost or protectress. 

The original White Lady is generally assumed 
by writers to bave been a widowed Countess 
Kunigunda of Orlamunde, who lived in her 
castle at Plassenburg. near Bayreuth. This 
lady is said to have fallen in love with a young 
and handsome Knight, the Burgrave Albert of 
Nuremberg, and her affection, so it is said, was 
not unappreciated by the gallant cavalier. 
But when the Countess expressed the wish for 
marriage Albert replied that he could not enter 
the holy bonds of matrimony so long as four 
eyes were in existence.“ Having. two children 
by ber former husband, the Countess very 
naturally imagined that these were the obsta- 
cles to her union with the Knight, and so she 
killed them by running one ot her golden bair- 
pins through their skulis into the brain. 
When Albert learned what the Countess had 
done he refused to marry ber. The inhuman 
mother eventually died, Dut ber corpse could 
never rest, and, though sbe was duly buried, 
she used to appear frequently afterwards, fore- 
boding misfortune and death. 

A German historian, Julius von Minutoli, 
notes the fact that the rumor of the spectral 
personage’s first appearance was current in 
1486 at the old castle at Bayreuth.“ During a 
long course of years she appeared in various 
Hohenzollern casties—at Bayreuth, at Ans- 
pach, and later at Berlin. She made a great 
stirabout the commencement of the present 
century on the occasion of the French occupa- 
tion of Bayreuth, taking delight in an- 
noying the foes of the Honhenzollerns. 

to 1809, While the French 
occupied and were continually passing 
through the city, she was frequently seen by 
Officers quartered in the castie. In 1809 she is 
reported to have appeared to the divisional 
commander, Gen. d’Espagne, the first night 
of his residence at the castie. She treated him 
very rudely, pushed bis bed into the middle of 
the room, and then overturned it; and when 
the Generai’s Adjutant bastened to the room 
on bearing cries for help, be found bis superior 
underneath the bed and suffering from deadly 
fright. When on the following morning the 
General saw the pictures in the castle he 
pointed to the picture of the White Lady— 
painted ina biack dress, with white ruff and 
hood—and exclaimed, “She it was who ap- 
peared to me.“ He left the castle the same 
day. He fella few weeks .afterwards in the 
battle of Aspern the 21st of May, 1809. 

The spectral lady is also said to have ap- 
peared to Napoleon I. While at Bayreath. The 
first time was the 14th of May, 1812, while he 
was on bie way to Russia. He lived in the so- 
called New Castle. It appears that the story 
of the appearance of tne mysterious lady had 
spread through the French army, for a courier 
bad been sent on from Aschaffenburg in ad- 
vance, with the command that the Emperor 
should not be lodged in the apartment wherein 
the White Lady was wont to appear. When 
Napoleon arrived at Bayreuth he. sent for 
Count Münster and asked if these orders had 
been carried out, Whether Napoleon saw the 
White Lady or not cannot be said. The his- 
torians say, however, that the following morn- 
ing, just before his departure, he was very 
pale and restiess. He often uttered the words 
Ce maudit chäteau.“ and said to some of his 
suite that be would never stay in that castle 
again. In August, 1813. Napoleon was once 
more in Bayreuth, but though rooms nad been 
prepared for him in the castle he would not 
stay there, but drove to Plauen for the night. 

In 1540, says Von Minutoli, the spectra! lady 
was seen by Margrave Albrecht, the Warrior, 
who, however, does not appear to bave under- 
stood any fooling. Hearing that the lady was 
in the habit of making ber rounds in the apart- 
ments of the castle he laid in wait for ner, 
grasped ber suddenly, threw her down-stairs, 
and found out next morning that be bad killed 
one of bis own domestics. Twenty years 
later, when Margrave Georg Fredrich contem- 
piated rebuilding tne palace of Plasseuburg. 
the White Lady is reported to have made such 
acommotion that be gave up te idea. In 
1677 Falkenstein says that Margrave Erdmann 
Philip of Brandenberg saw the White Lady in 
his castle at Bayreuth, seated in his own fa- 
vorit chair, and that the apparition gave him 
such a irt that he died two days afterwards. 

The mysterious presence, baving obtained a 
great reputation in Franconia, then emigrated 
to Berlin. Her first reported appearance in 
the Prussian Capital is given as the lst of Jan- 
uary, 1598, a week before the death of Elector 
Jobanu Sigismund. Then, the lst of Decem- 
ver. 1619, she is said to have shown berself 
twenty-three days before the death of another 
Elector. Again she appeared in 1667, shortiy 
betore the death of Princess Louise Henrietta. 
and in 1688 before the death of the Great 
Elector. But it would tage up too much space 
to record all the appearances of the spectral 
lady. The most curious account of her ap- 
pearance is of that recorded as having taken 
place in 1799, when she was seen by a 
musketeer, He thus told bis experiences: 
He first heard a noise, he says, such 
as is caused by the rustling of the 
wind among the falien leaves. Then out 
from the wall came a great white female 
fievre, with a long face, a friendly counte- 
nance, and jet-black hair. Around her neck 
she wore large pearis and ornaments of gold 
and precious stones. In ber hand sue held an 
ivory staff, and upon her breast was seen a 
great beart painted biood red, on which were 
written strange characters that sbone like fire. 
One of the last reported appearances of the 
Woite Lady in Europe was in 1873, not in Ber- 
lin, but in Vienna. But this, too, was not the 
real presence, for the report went at the time 
that the sentinel to whom she suddenly ap- 
peared tried the effect of his bayonet upon her, 
and there was a gentle rumor whispered about 
Vienna at the time that sometody had been 
wounded—in fact a lady belonging to the im- 
perie] court. ° 


How Fashions Are Made. 

You know, perhaps, waites a Paris corre- 
Spondent of the New York Times, how the 
fashions of man’s attire originate. There is 
nothing remarkably complex in their genesis. 
The chief Parisian tailors meet in solemn con- 
gress, wherein a committee is appointed to de- 
vise and edit a plate, in which are set forth and 
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guild bas decided to make in the divers gar- 
ments which compose the „ get-up "—excuse 
the slang—of the masculine toilets. This plate 
ig the model of the season; by it the knights 
of the shears and their brethren in the 
provinces and in foreign parts are 
guided. The man williners and the 
dressmakers also tried the congress, but 
though Worth, Pingat, Laferriére, and Felix 
were there with parliamentary dispositions, 
the female element predominated, and 80 vari- 
ous were the opinions expressed, so impossible 
was it for the honorable Chairman to keep 
order, every lady desiring unlimited possession 
of the floor for an indefinit time, that the as- 
sembly broke up confusedly, leaving matters 
to individual initiative, and leaving also unan- 
swered the question: How ever can it be that, 
without any previous convention or mutual 
understanding between the artists, every sea- 
son sees in every quarter of the Capital 
the blooming, spontaneous, and simultaneous 
gowns and bonnets similar to each other in 
cut, shape, and material, and different in ma- 
terial, cut, and shape from what was in vogue 
the preceding year? What occult influence 
rules the worid of lovely woman? Who invents 
their fashions? 

In 1867, when the tyrant held bis court in 
the Tuileries, silk goods, and especially rich 
brocades, fell into disfavor. Nobody knew 
why, but it was so, and the Empress, to console 
the Lyons manufacturers, started the fasbion 
of wearing nothing except silk, in which all 
the ladies of her immediate circle copied ber 
incontinently, and were in turn copied by 
other circles, just as happened when, to please 
the sovereign, Venetian red was adopted as the 
correct color for the bair. There was more 
coquetry than genuine charity in this so-calied 
work of benevolence, but the weavers were 
satistied; they cared naugut for the mo- 
tives, looking only at the profits result- 
ing from this momentary reaction in 
favor of one of the most important 
branches of French industry. But this ex- 
ample of the creation of fasbion is only a 
special case. Twenty years ago it was casy to 
state precisely how fashions started; the court 
set the example, and, if the Empress, the 
Princess de Metternich, the Duchess de Morny, 
or the Comtesse de Hon came out in a new 
toilet resulting from long and learned confer- 
ences with the dressmaker—if it pleased, if it 
seemed to suit every exigency of every different 
type of female beauty, it was adopted. The 
court ludies wore it as a sort of obligatory liv- 
ery: the rich bourgeoises copied it to “be as 
well dressed as the court ladies, and if it was 
not too costly the tradesmen’s wives tried to 
imitate the others. But there is no court now 
to be the chief centre of Parisian luxury. 

All the great ladies who gave the ton under 
the Empire have abdicated; but they Dave suc- 
cessors, and it is this group of élégantes, no 
longer under the form ot a court, but under 
the form of the rich customers of intelligent 
and tasteful artists, who decide what is to be 
worn. They are not more than about twenty 
all told who accept the grave responsibility, 
and in the splendid **trying-on’’ rooins of the 
most celebrated man milliner's meet the élite 
of the ancient nobility and of the nobility of 
the Empire. the ladies of the financial world, 
the wives of wealthy merchants and manufact- 
urers, even the world of favorit actresses, and 
these, forgetting ail prejudices of class and 
caste, discuss proposed modifications and give 
to them their sanction or their’ veto. 
Sometimes at a loss for something 
original and inedited they take the 
word of order from the fashions 
of some foreign court. The woolens which of 
late years have been all the go came from the 
development of Anglomania. Next season 
orange is to be the sovereign color, because a 
Princess of imperial blood bas so enthroned it 
at the court of the Czar. Notwithstanding a 
few loans made abroad, fashions are created 
now about as they were created formerly. 
Where they differ absolutely is in the method 
of their propagation. The official world has no 
influence whatever, and it is not at the theatre 
that they can be diffused, in spite of the gen- 
eral and very mistaken idea that they are 
brought to notice on the boards. No actress, 
however elegant and popular, ever was imitat- 
ed by any lady, and if before the war tickets 
cost less, spectators were only admitted to the 
baicony and the orchestra stalle in evening 
dress. Nowadays sbooting jackets can occupy 
the first row at the opera, and ladies are quite 
as careless of their attire as their escorts. 

A couturier produces a toilet for some lady 
whose reputation for elegance is universal. If 
it be a success it is copied by the lady’s friends 
and by the rivals of the origins! artist tor his 
particular customers and for those wealthy 
foreigners who, ever on the lookout for novel- 
ties, order its imitation. Then the fashion 
newspapers take it up, and, by the minute de- 
scription of its details, push it in the circle of 
their subscribers. ‘hen begins the action of 
the magasins de nguveautes. 
toilet can be copied economically, if it is made 
of some fabric of which a cheap imitation is 
possible, the managers of the Louvre and the 
Bon Marché and the Printemps forthwith or- 
der from their manufacturers an enormous 
quantity of apparently similar stuff, but which 
shall cost 200 to 300 per cent less. It some- 
times happens that the manufacturers furnish 
the article at a sacrifice, boping to make up for 
it the next season, knowing that these monster 
establishments must be satisfied at any price 
or else they will order their goods in Germany 
or Switzerland. 

The next step is to obtain the pattern, and 
this is done by means of one of those needy 
great ladies who are subsidized to go and 
order a gown from the “King of the Fasb- 
ion“ for berself, which gown is turned over to 
the shop’s head seamstress and copied in every 
detail, said copy then being giving to another 
needy one, by whom it is paraded in public and 
recommended with just the same, my dear, 
as the Duchess de X. paid Worth 1,500 francs 
for and it only cost me 300; it never cost her 
astiver, but then everybody is not in the 
secret of the ways and means by which Mme. 
de M., with $3,000 a year, given to 

husband out of charity by 
a nephew who won't speak to his 
uncle, can manage to dress like the 
wife of a millionaire. This is not a syppos- 
ititious case. From that moment the eren 
tion is within the reach of every purse; the 
new fashion has gained its rights of citizen- 
ship. But it should be remarked that while 
the * prevailing fashion is being created the 
initial fashion disappears. The real éiégantes, 
the pures, as they are called, won't wear 
things that everybody can get, so they start 
something first. This was the fate of the 
**sculptured velvets,“ which was Drought out 
as a resuscitation of the ancient Genoa velvet. 
It was all the rage in bigh-life salons fora 
rief season, but out came fabulously cheap 
itahons of the article and the “ swelis ”’ 
prociaimed it forthwith as common and un- 
clean. 


Harvard Girls. 

Close by the Washington elm on Garden 
street, writes a Cambridge (Mass.) correspond- 
ent of the New York Tribune, is an old-fash- 
ioned mansion which once belonged to the Fay 
fumily. The officers of the Society for the 
Collegiate Instruction of Women by Professors 
and other Instructors of Harvard College 
have looked upon this place with longing for 
several years, but the family heirs naturally 
did not wish to sell it. It came about 
in the course of time, however, that 
a iady was left alone to occupy her 
ancestral home; she decided to g0 
elsewhere to live and offered it to the wo man’s 
college. The quaint old house, with its little 
lawn, was ail that could be wisbed for, so the 
society purchased it, and now the room where- 
in the famous song * Fair Harvard” was wrilt- 
ten fifty years ago has become the Annex” 
library. This library is a costly room at the 
top of the house. From its windows one looks 
across the Cambridge Common to the coliege 
building or out into the branches of the his- 
toric Washington eim near our gateway. 

On cool days there is always a bright fire 
burning in the library grate. Around the 
walls are the few hundred books which are the 
nucleus of the library. ‘There is a reading- 
table furnished witu all the bome and foreign 
magazines, and there is a study table where in 
the dark hour before dinner on winter after- 
noons an artistic duplex burner gives that home 
light to the room which only a lamp with a 
pretty shade has power to shed. When the 
pupils need books that are not to be found in 
this room they are brougbt over from the 
Harvard library by a small boy who rushes 
back and forth with the speed and importance 
of a pony express. 

Until this year Annex” girls seldom went 
to the college library, but their posiuon is now 
more assured by the possession of a college 
bome, and professors and students are begin- 
ning to look upon them with less critical and 
more approving eyes. 

It was an ambitious young woman from the 
West who first insisted upon having Greek les- 
sons from a Harvard professor, and she did 
not falter in her persistence until she got them. 
The beloved classical protessor now confesses 
in athletic phrase: She cleaned me out.“ 
After that several girls began to want lessons, 
and at last the pian of a woman's college 
was formed by Prof. Greenough, Mr. 
Arthur Gilman, and others. The first regu- 
lar classes began three years ago, and three 
classes bave been graduated. There are now 
seventy-five students in attendance. When 
the officers of the society get enough endow- 
ment money from the good folk who like to 
endow colieges, itis probabie that the An- 
nex will, like Girton, receive a name and be- 
come a regularly incorporated part of Harvard. 


| The protessors now repeat for feminine note. 
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„Chatterbox,“ a littie snuggery where the 
girls are free to talk aloud and road news- 
papers, or to rest on the motherly sofa in the 
comfort of idleness. On the top floor, besides 
the library, are two other rooms devoted to the 
study of science. Here at almost any hour of 
the day one may see enger faces bent over mi- 
croscopes’ or experiments in physics. 
physical laboratory is thoroughly well fitted, 
and special students have access to the larger 
opportunities of the college museums. 

Th@ students vary in age and im training. 
Girls of 17 who have been nurtured on ques 
tions aod problems from their earliest school- 
days come here and sit down to the entrance- 
examinations with as much calm composure 
and unconcern as they could possibly show in 
sitting down to breakfast. Other elder women, 
who have perhaps been engaged for years in 
a profession, enter special courses without ex- 
amination, asin foreign universities, and fol- 
low the sort of study that active life has showa 
them that they need. In Dr. Royce’s philos- 
ophy classes one finds Cambridge women of 
mature years who take bis thorough tuition as 
a means of inteliectual exercise. Teachers 
who have been in the harness for years in 
high-school or academy come bere to get new 
impetus and broader culture for their work, 

One of the most popular courses in the An- 
nex is * English 7, a course in Englisb com- 
position conducted this year by Prof. Parker. 
The women as well as the men are alive with 
literary ambitions. There is no guessing bow 
many aspirants in “Eng ish 7" are dreaming 
of a future ot fame as a result of their present 
devotion to themes and theses. 

The most famous aud progressive Harvérd 
professors are on the Aunex list. and all of 
them give the movement for women’s higher 
education at least a negative support, from 
President Eliot down. Dr. Sargent’s gym- 
nasium is a chosen resort for the more athletie 
maidens, and.a boat crew is promised for next 
year by the enterprising Freshman girls of this 
city. 


She Knocked Him Out.

In his con- 
versations with Eckermann he calls her his 
first, last, apd only love, all others in com- 
parison deserving only to be classed as inclina- 
tions. When he says of this affection: It has 
influenced my style,“ he pays ber the utmost 
tribute that a literary man can offer to a wom- 
an. He loves, but marries not. The first at- 
tractions find him precocious in feeling and 
mature enough in judgment to distrust him- 
seif. It costs him bitter tears to for- 
sake his sweethearts. We can imagine 
that the tears sbed by them must 
have been more bitter, and cannot put out ot 
sight the disadvantage suffered by these young 
girls, when after every appearance of serious 
intention the brilliant youth flits from them, 
and leaves them in (to say the least) awkward 
isolation. The fact that he did so leave them 
reminds me of aserious device in Offenbach’s 
“Orphee aux Enters.“ Jupiter, wishing to

The correct thing now is to lisp significant 
Spanish sentences. This is a style especialiy 
becoming dark-eyed women. They sbade their 
lustrous orbs with fluffy ringlets of dusky hair, 
and give a languorous sensuousness to the soft, 
sweet sentences that no pink-skinned, yellow- 
haired maiden can assume. 

But, while the fashionables are coquetting in 
Spanish, the energetic “ bread-winners” are 
turning it to account in dollars and cents. The 
new railways connecting the United States with 
Mexicu are opening up extensive commercial 
relauons between the two countries. The 
former also has extensive dealings with 
Cuba, These commercial dealings en- 
tail immense correspondence and translations. 
Numbers of the large wholesale bouses of Chi- 
cago and New York employ one, two, or three 
young women stenographers who are aquaint- 
ed with Spanish. They are aole to translate 
the Spanish letters received, take the dictation 
of the reply, and arrange it in Spanish. As 
the supply of such stenographers is limited, 
they are able to demand very good salaries for 
their services. There is also a great deal of 
work to be done in the way of preparing Span- 
ish catalogs. The English price-lists must be 
transiated for use in Mexico, and even in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and some other States and 
Territories, This work is pecuiiarly adapted to 
women, and is almost all done by them. 

There is still other work in Spanish to be 
done by women—that of translation from its 
literature. The wide field of its poetry and 
prose, unlike the French and German, has 
scarcely been touched, and it is full ot ro- 
mance, comedy, and tragedy. The language 
is most simple and easily learned. The idioms 
are very few and the pronunciation uniform. 
All vowels are sounded and do not vary iu their 
sound, hence the student may speak the lan- 
guage as soon as it is comprehended.
